It is 
my intention to provide a maximum number of pictures of various 
Winchesters, this is because I believe that while a picture may not be worth 
1000 words, pictures can and do provide valuable information that the 
written word is ill-suited to match. I wish for my readers to recognize that 
purchasing this book is an excellent investment, as this book provides them 
with real knowledge, and therefore real power, that has real practical value 
as they pursue their involvement in the firearm marketplace. In short, I shall 
endeavor to be the best source for pricing information, research, and 
identification available today in the United States. This is a tall order, and 
while I realize perfection is impossible, I intend on doing my very best. In 
this regard, I take my responsibility very seriously. 

While pricing information is important, I see myself as being able to 
provide the collector with valuable information when it comes to 
identifying various Winchesters and their variations, with which the 
collector comes in contact. Winchester made many models, and while 


manufacturing these various models, Winchester made many changes to 


these models as they were being produced. These variations provide much 
of the basis for the collector interest in Winchester firearms. Certainly, one 
of our main objectives is to help collectors identify these variations within 
the same model. In addition, it by will endeavor to deal with these 
variations in a manner that will provide the collector with the maximum 
amount of information as to how the dissimilarity of weapons within the 
same model can, and does, very dramatically in price. I want to give my 
readers an advantage in the highly sophisticated and competitive arena that 


surrounds the collection of Winchester firearms.

FACTORS THAT INFLUENCE VALUE: 


CONDITION 


For many models, condition is everything, and is often more important 


than any other single factor. 


RARITY 


Rarity does not always determine value. Rarity can have monumental 
effects on value, but also, in some cases, rarity can have little effect on 


value. For instance, all condition factors being equal, a rare one-of-a-kind 


Winchester single-shot 22 will not be, relatively speaking, as valuable, nor 


as desirable, as a rare one-of-a-kind Winchester model 1886. 


COLLECTOR INTEREST 


Some models have very low collector interest, while other models have 
very high collector interest. There are a lot of different reasons for 
variations in the desirability of the different Winchester models, e.g., 
historical, mystique, notoriety, interesting variations within the model, 
period of manufacture, cinematic exposure, obscurity, celebrity association, 
“sex” appeal, reputation in the firearm industry and amongst other firearm 


collectors, etc. 


AVAILABILITY 


Some models and variations of that model, while manufactured in large 
numbers, seem, for one reason or another, to lack availability in the 
marketplace. In order to have mass collector appeal, large numbers of a 
particular model must be available in the marketplace so that many people 


can become interested in it and cause it to undergo accumulation. 


FACTORY ENHANCEMENTS 


Other than condition, nothing causes more interest in the Winchester 


collector community than factory special order enhancements. 


SPECIAL AFTERMARKET ENHANCEMENTS 


Aftermarket enhancements, such as being engraved by some famous 


personage, can also dramatically increase the value of a firearm. 


PROVENANCE 


Ownership by famous individuals, or association with historical events, 


can vastly increase the value of a firearm.

PRICE 


Price differs from value. This book is a price-guide, and does not intend 
to offer appraisal information or be a substitute for a professionally 
prepared appraisal. Appraisals are formal written documents, which must 
contain - in order to be credible - 22 separate elements. An appraiser finds 
for as many as 13 separate values depending upon the situation. For 
example, replacement value is used in insurance matters, while Fair Market 
Value is used in situations such as divorces and/or where courts are 
involved. 

It can become quite complicated. As an example, neither of these 
referenced values have anything to say about what the item is actually 
worth in the relevant marketplace, nor about how an item should be priced 
in the marketplace or about what a collector should expect to pay for an 
item in the marketplace. The competent appraiser is expected to provide the 
apposite value of the item being appraised. Pricing is more subjective. 
Because the market for firearms is very fluid, pricing information supplied 
in any price-guide can be somewhat obsolete by the date of publication. 
This is what I say it is: a price-guide, and by that I mean that I offer my 
opinion as to pricing trends within the firearm marketplace. I am in the 
firearms market on an almost everyday basis, and I will do my very best to 
offer my thoughts as to proper pricing strategies. My pricing 
recommendations come from a variety of sources: retail gun stores, 
individual collectors, gun shows, auction houses, and personal 
research/participation in the marketplace. I intend to keep this book as 
simple as possible and to help my readers sort out pricing dilemmas as they 
operate with in the collector market. 

It should be said, so my readers will understand, my information comes 


from appraising firearms on an almost everyday basis. Part of appraising 


firearms is doing market research. Appraisers are market reporters, not 
market makers. My knowledge about pricing comes from appraising 
thousands and thousands of guns every year. This is what I do, and this is 
who I am. 

Manufacturers often offer pricing recommendations in terms of MSRP, 
but as we all know, dealers are often willing to deviate from MSRP 
depending on what they think the proper pricing should be for their 
merchandise. Some automobile dealers ask more than MSRP on extremely 
desirable models when they first come out, while on other models they are 
willing to negotiate down from MSRP. It’s all a matter of developing a feel 
for the marketplace and developing a strategy for balancing the 
maximization of profits with planned cash turnaround times. Often times, 
the very worst person that can be hired to do an appraisal is a car dealer, to 
appraise cars, a gun dealer to appraise guns, or jewelry store to appraise 
jewelry. All of these individuals carry certain biases that render their 
opinion unreliable, and legally useless. 

A marketplace has several different levels: wholesale and retail are but 
two of these levels. The pricing information provided in this book is always 
at retail. I try, in this book, to provide my opinion as to what price a willing 
buyer and a willing seller would agree upon to transact and consummated a 
sale between the parties. In determining certain types of values, especially 
in cases dealing with the IRS, auction values are not highly regarded. 
Consequently, in establishing pricing guidelines I use auction results 
sparingly and only then with the application of my experience, training, 
education, collaboration with others, and market knowledge. 

I hope you will enjoy this book, and I further hope that you will find it a 


valuable source of information.

GRADING SYSTEM 


In my opinion, all grading systems are subjective. It is my task to offer the 
collector and dealer a measurement that most closely reflects a general 
consensus on condition. The system I present seems to come closest to 
describing a firearm in universal terms. I strongly recommend that readers 
acquaint themselves with this grading system before attempting to 
determine the correct price for a particular firearm’s condition. Remember, 
in most cases condition determines price. 

In orderly to properly use this book, you must take time and study the 


grading system that I am going to be using. This is extremely important! 


NIB-NEW IN BOX 


This category can sometimes be misleading. It means that the firearm is 
in its original factory carton with all of the appropriate papers. It also means 
the firearm is new; that it has not been fired and has no wear. This 
classification brings a substantial premium for both the collector and 


shooter. 


EXCELLENT 


Collector-quality firearms in this condition are highly desirable. The 
firearm must be in at least 98 percent condition with respect to blue wear, 


stock or grip finish, and bore. The firearm must also be in 100 percent 


original factory condition without refinishing, repair, alterations, or 
additions of any kind. Sights must be factory original as well. This grading 
classification includes both modern and antique (manufactured prior to 
1898) firearms. 


VERY GOOD 


Firearms in this category are sought after both by the collector and 
shooter. Modern firearms must be in working order and retain 
approximately 92 percent original metal and wood finish. It must be 100 
percent factory original, but may have some small repairs, alterations, or 
non-factory additions. No refinishing is permitted in this category. Antique 


firearms must have 80 percent original finish with no repairs. 


WE STRONGLY RECOMMEND THAT the reader acquaint himself 


with this grading system before attempting to determine the correct 


price for a particular firearm’s condition. Remember, in most cases 


condition determines price. 


GOOD 


Modern firearms in this category may not be considered to be as 
collectable as the previous grades, but antique firearms are considered 
desirable. Modern firearms must retain at least 80 percent metal and wood 
finish, but may display evidence of old refinishing. Small repairs, 
alterations, or non-factory additions are sometimes encountered in this 
class. Factory replacement parts are permitted. The overall working 


condition of the firearm must be good as well as safe. The bore may exhibit 


wear or some corrosion, especially in antique arms. Antique firearms may 
be included in this category if their metal and wood finish is at least 50 


percent original factory finish. 


FAIR 


Firearms in this category should be in satisfactory working order and 
safe to shoot. The overall metal and wood finish on the modern firearm 
must be at least 30 percent and antique firearms must have at least some 
original finish or old re-finish remaining. Repairs, alterations, nonfactory 
additions, and recent refinishing would all place a firearm in this 
classification. However, the modern firearm must be in working condition, 
while the antique firearm may not necessarily function. In either case the 


firearm must be considered safe to fire if in a working state. 


POOR 


Neither collectors nor shooters are likely to exhibit much interest in 
firearms in this condition. Modern firearms are likely to retain little metal or 
wood finish. Pitting and rust will be seen in firearms in this category. 
Modern firearms may not be in working order and may not be safe to shoot. 
Repairs and refinishing would be necessary to restore the firearm to safe 
working order. Antique firearms will have no finish and will not function. 
In the case of modern firearms their principal value lies in spare parts. On 
the other hand, antique firearms in this condition may be used as “wall 
hangers” or as an example of an extremely rare variation or have some type 


of historical significance.

HOW TO 
USE THIS BOOK 


Having given the methodology of how to use this book, which is the same 
system I developed for use in the first edition, I have decided not to change 
anything. For me, this is the only logical way to separate the different parts 
of a Winchester book so that reading it, and finding particular weapons is 
manageable. 

I cannot overstate how important it is that my readers understand the 
grading system that I am going to use while pricing the specific Winchester 
models and variations. This is extremely important! 

When Winchester began the naming or numbering of their models, they 
most likely never contemplated that someone would, someday, be 
responsible for attempting to catalog them in some manner that would make 
logical sense. The naming of the various Winchester models was certainly 
never done on a scientific basis, or on a basis that lends itself well to 
chronicling or organizing the various models for study - particularly for 
those who are unfamiliar with the various Winchester models and their 
years of manufacture. 

Recognizing that no system is perfect, I have organized these 
Winchester firearms into ten sections. The only method that makes sense 
for the reader is to first list each weapon, depending on whether it is a rifle 
or shotgun, and then divide them into sections according to either the 


number of digits in model numbers, e.g., model 75, model 77, model 12, 


model 1894, model 101, or by the fact that its model designation is a name, 
rather than a number, e.g., Select, Supreme. Ultimately, this methodology 
requires ten sections. 

Trying to make this is easy as possible, I have tried to make it so that 
that the reader will have to know only three things in order to find a 
particular weapon: The gun’s type, its model number or the name of the 
firearm being researched, and whether the firearm being researched is a 
shotgun, rifle, commemorative, or government-purchased weapon. 


The basic system I am using in this book is as follows:

Early Models Having Four-Digit Numbers For Their Model Designations

SECTION IV: 
Later Model Rifles Having Two or Three-Digit Numbers In Their Model 
Designation, E.G., Model 64, Model 100, Etc. 


SECTION V: 
Early Shotguns With Names Or Four-Digit Designations, E.G., Breech- 
Loading Shotgun, Model 1897 


SECTION VI: 


Shotguns With Two or Three-Digit Model Designations, E.G., Model 12, 
Model 101 


SECTION VII: 
Shotguns With Four-Digit Model Designations, E.G., Model 1001 


SECTION VIII: 
Shotguns With Names For Model Designations, E.G., Select, Supreme 


SECTION IX: 


Winchester Commemoratives 


SECTION X: 


Government Purchased Winchesters 


I recommend using the index to find the weapon you are researching, 
and then going to the proper page number. I sincerely hope that readers will 
have as easy a time as possible in finding the weapon they wish to research, 
but no system I could think of for indexing these firearms was perfect.

GLOSSARY OF 
FIREARM TERMINOLOGY: 


BARREL LENGTH 


The length of this weapon’s barrel. 


BEAVERTAIL FOREND 


A wider than normal forend. 


BLUING 


A chemical process applied to gun parts. 


BORE 


The internal dimensions of the barrel. 


BULL BARREL 


A heavier, thicker than normal barrel. 


BUTTPLATE 


A protective plate attached to the butt. 


CALIBER/GAUGE 


The size of the cartridge/shell used in the weapon. 


CHECKERING 


A functional decoration consisted of pointed pyramids cut into the wood. 


CHOKE(S) 


The name which applies to the particular restriction used in the barrel of 


this weapon. 


COLOR CASE HARDENING 


Method of hardening steel and iron while imparting colorful swirls as well 


as surface figure. 


DAMASCUS BARREL 


Barrel made by twisting, forming and welding thin strips of steel around the 


mandrel. 


DERRINGER 


Usually refers to a small, concealable pistol with one or two short barrels. 


DOUBLE ACTION, DA 


Refers to the capacity of a revolver or a pistol being fired by the pull of the 
trigger alone, without first cocking the hammer. 


EJECTOR 


A mechanical device used to eject empty cartridges from chamber. 


EXTRACTOR 


A device, which partially lifts a spent casing from the breach. 


FACTORY ORIGINAL 


A statement as to whether or not the subject weapon has been altered from 


its original factory configuration. 


FEATURES/CHANGES THAT DETRACT FROM THE 
GUN’S VALUE 


A statement as to whether or not anything exists that would diminish this 


gun’s value in the marketplace. 


FINISH 


The name/classification for the material that exists on the exterior of the 


weapon/item. 


FIREARM TYPE 


The general classification of the firearm being appraised. 


FOREARM 


Usually a separate piece of wood in front of the receiver and under the 
barrel used for hand placement when shooting. 


FOREND 


Usually the forward portion of a one-piece rifle or shotgun stock, but can 
also referred to a separate piece of wood. 


FRAME 


That part of firearm, which holds the firing mechanisms. 


GRIP 


The handle of a handgun or the area of the stock directly behind and 
attached to the frame of a long gun. 


LOP 


The “length of pull” of the gun, which is the length as measured between 
the trigger and the end of the stock. 


MAKER’S NAME 


The name of the manufacturing person or company of the item being 


appraised. 


MANNLICHER STOCK 


A full-length slender stock extending all the way to the muzzle. 


MARKET REACTION 


A statement as to how the market would react should this gun be placed for 


sale. 


MODEL 


The manufacturer’s name given to a particular weapon. 


MOST RELEVANT MARKET 


A statement as to which market is most relevant relative to the valuation of 


the particular gun/item being appraised. 


MUZZLE BRAKE 


A recoil-reducing device attached to the muzzle. 


OVERALL CONDITION 


A statement, in terms that are recognizable in the marketplace where guns 


are bought and sold, as to the gun’s condition. 


OVER-UNDER 


A two-barreled gun in which the barrels are stacked one on top of the other. 


RECEIVER 


That part of a rifle or shotgun that houses the working parts. 


SIDELOCK 


A type of action where the moving parts are located on the sides of the lock 
plates. 


SIDEPLATES 


Oornamental steel panels attached to the action to simulate a sidelock. 


SINGLE ACTION 


A firearm design that requires the hammer to be manually cocked before 
each shot. 


SERIAL NUMBER 


A unique number issued to each gun by the manufacturer. 


TAKE DOWN 


A gun which can be easily taken apart for carrying or shipping. 


VALUE CHARACTERISTICS 


Characteristics of the gun which help its listed value. 


VENTILATED RIB 


A sighting plane attached along the length of a barrel with gaps between the 


attachment structures. 


PRICE AND VALUE 
THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 


Warren Buffett once said, “price is what you pay, value is what you get.” 
Oscar Wilde wrote, “nowadays people know the price of everything and the 
value of nothing.” 

For gun collectors, value in exchange is much more important than value 
in use. In this discussion, we are going to be talking about value in 
exchange: we are talking about what an item can be exchanged for in the 
marketplace, e.g., cash, in trade, etc., and not its value as an item that has 


utility. 


DEFINITION OF VALUE: 


The monetary relationship between properties/items and those who buy, 


sell, or use those properties/items. 


DEFINITION OF PRICE: 


The amount asked, offered, or paid for an item/property. Once stated, price 
is a fact, whether it is publicly disclosed or retained in private. The price 
paid for a particular item/property may or may not have any relation to the 
value that might be attributed to the item/property. 

This book is a price guide, not a value guide. Because I am an appraiser, 


I see a lot of price guides. In my life, I have probably seen at least 1000 


different publications of this type. When I look at the different price guides, 
I try to study them and see how they deal with the differences between 
pricing an item and valuing an item. In this discussion, one of the things 
that I would like to make perfectly clear is that the price of an item has 
nothing necessarily to do with that item’s value. 

So that we understand these concepts a little better, it is important for me 
to make perfectly clear that appraisers do not set value. Appraisers estimate 
value, only courts can set value. Buyers and sellers set prices in market 
interactions. I have heard it said, and I believe it, that the most motivated 
seller at a gun show can have a great impact on setting the price for a 
particular weapon, at least at that gun show, but the price he sets on the 
weapon he is trying to sell has nothing whatsoever to do with the value of 
that item. In this way, value can be seen to be totally independent of price. 

For the most part, in a controlled environment, not at an auction, sellers 
usually control pricing. To a very large degree, in this setting, and under 
these circumstances, price is most often determined by seller motivation, 
lack of knowledge, seller’s financial situations, cash flow considerations, 
extraneous pressures, and/or lack of seller’s motivation to maximize dollars. 
What this means is that sellers do not price things, necessarily, for their 
value. Highly motivated sellers will often price an item for sale below its 
value. Sellers who are not necessarily interested in selling an item will often 
times price an item for more than its value. Most often, it is these kind of 
situations that present the biggest divergence between price and value. The 
gun market is not a perfect market, it is not homogeneous, which means that 
pricing can vary greatly for the same weapon, or for weapons that are 
extremely similar. For me, this is a lot of fun. 

One of the primary reasons I think that this discussion is necessary is 


that in my collection philosophy I talk about the fact that I want my 


collection of firearms to be a good investment. This is where we have an 
intersection between price and value. Price is what we pay for an item, 
value is much more complicated: Value is a social agreement; it is the 
consensus among people interested in a particular piece of property as to 
what is a reasonable price, given the multiplicity of a large variety of 
factors, for that property should be. 

Most often, price is not determined by value. It is most often determined 
by the intersection of demand and supply. Value can have something to do 
with that, partly by influencing some the factors involving demand. From 
an investment point of view, if I believe a weapon is priced low, and I want 
that weapon, and I believe that weapon is a good investment for the future, I 
will probably perceive that that particular weapon is a good value at the 
asking price. What that means is that I will more than likely decide it is 
worth buying at that price, because the asking price is below what I would 


believe its actual value to be. 


INVESTING IN GUNS IS ALL ABOUT MAKING 
PREDICTIONS ABOUT THE FUTURE. 


This means that the smart collector/investor looks at a particular weapon 
and tries to figure out if it will be worth more in the future than it has been 


in the past. This is essential investor motivated thinking. 


EXPENSIVE DOES NOT MEAN POOR VALUE 


I believe that it is very often better to spend more money, but only to get 
a better gun. Therefore, spending more money can often times be a much 


better investment. People who buy inexpensive guns are often buying poor 


investments, i.e. guns in poor condition, guns that are not original; doing 


this in my opinion makes for poor investments. 


INEXPENSIVE DOES NOT MEAN GOOD VALUE 


I very often see collectors by inexpensive guns, mostly because they are 
inexpensive. Because price has nothing to do with value, inexpensive guns 


have nothing to do with good gun values, good gun investments. 


VALUE IS DETERMINED IN THE MARKETPLACE 


A good value is determined by market consensus. If the market thinks it 
is a good value at a particular price, it is. If the market thinks it is a poor 
value at a particular price, it is. It is all about market, and to that degree it is 
all about money in and money out. In this regard, however, things can 
change: 1) accumulation of a particular model of gun can cause prices to 
rise, and therefore increase the value of that particular weapon, 2) 
distribution of a particular model of gun can cause prices to decline, and 
therefore decrease the value of that particular weapon. Everyone makes 
mistakes, and when it happens, one should learn from it and do better the 


next time. 


QUESTIONS EVERY GUN COLLECTOR SHOULD ASK 
THEMSELVES 


1. Does this purchase fit into my collector philosophy? 
2. Within a year or two, as I look back at this purchase, will I be glad I 
bought the gun, or will I regret the purchase? 


3. In the long run, will the purchase of this gun make me money? The 
answers to these questions are very, very important! If the answer to these 
three questions is “yes,” then you should probably buy the gun. 

If the answer to any one of these questions is “no,” you probably should 
not buy the gun, especially as an investment. The answers to these 
questions is at best speculative, and always subjective. Hopefully, most of 
the time you will get it right, but if you get it wrong, learn from your 
mistake and become a better investor/collector. 

Here is how I decide, definitively, if I have made a good investment in a 
weapon that I purchased. Sometimes this information will only come to me 


over a period of time. 


1. I keep all my old firearm price guides, and at a particular time, I go 
back and review the prices being recommended for a particular 


weapon in my old firearm price guides. 


2. At the same time, I look at what the same weapon is being generally 
priced for sale at gun shows, or other venues where guns are sold. In 
other words, I check to see what the market is telling me that the 


current price for a particular weapon is. 


3. I check the newest edition of my firearm price guides and see what 
the recommended prices are for that same weapon, or, I make 
personal observations about the change in prices at gun shows, or 


other venues where guns are sold. 


4. The difference between the old pricing, and the new pricing, will tell 


me whether or not I made a good investment. 


This is not a perfect system, but it works. Countless times, I have been at 
gun auctions, or have seen the realized prices for guns that have sold at 
auction, and I am astounded by the prices paid. This is oftentimes, but not 
always, very good evidence that the prices received for a particular weapon 
have increased. Oftentimes, because I am an appraiser and in the 
marketplace every day, I do not have to consult my old price guides; this is 
because I see market pricing change for a particular weapon, before my 
very eyes. Prices are an organic thing, i.e., they are in a continuous state of 


flux/change. They very rarely stay the same. 


A FEW WORDS TO 
NEW COLLECTORS 


Investing in guns is not for everyone! Past events do not necessarily predict 
future events! Do not invest in weapons, or anything else for that matter, 
without getting expert advice! Do not go it alone; you must obtain the 
requisite experience, training, and understanding of firearms before you buy 
a weapon, not afterward! Seek out other knowledgeable firearm collectors, 
and get their opinion! Do your own homework for yourself, BEFORE you 
spend any of your hard-earned money! 

I was very young when I first started collecting, or at least being 
interested in, Winchesters. My father gave me my first Winchester for my 
sixth birthday. It was a model 62, with a small bullet forend. Today, it is my 
most prized possession. It is still in like-new condition, and every time I 
pick it up, I cannot help but a tear comes to my eye. 

When I arrived in Denver, Colorado just out of college, I loved 
Winchesters, and I knew a lot about them, and I wanted to buy them, but I 
could not afford to buy the really good ones. However, I decided not to let 
that get me down. Because I was quite young at the time, and I loved to 
hunt, I would go into the mountains on the weekends and use my model 62 
.22-caliber rifle. This gave me an idea: I decided to buy the inexpensive 
.22-caliber Winchesters, e.g., everything from the early ones circa 1900, to 


the ones being produced in the 50s-early 60s. I had great fun. 


I would like to mention to any new collectors, or all collectors for that 
matter who have become disheartened because of the price of the really 
good and valuable Winchesters that they consider buying those same .22- 
caliber rifles that I started buying several decades ago. I noticed that a 
recent gun show that many of them can be purchased, in excellent overall 
condition for under $500 each. Some of the really rare ones were priced 
under $1000! That is amazing! There are lots of them around, and they are 
something that you could use and enjoy on a continual basis. Example: a 
friend of mine recently told me of a gentleman that had a model 55, .22 
single shot rifle, with the box, in minty overall condition. I was 
unbelievably excited, not only because I did not have one, but because they 
are extremely rare. When I saw the gun, I was absolutely thrilled. It was 
everything I wanted in that particular model! I paid $175 for it. 

The same gentleman also had a like new model 77 22 long rifle semi 
automatic Winchester. Although I have one, I bought it, not because I 
needed it, but because of its condition. Opportunities like this still exist in 
the real world, and I would like to encourage all my readers to go out of 
their way to find such treasures. 

On another note: There are also some other Winchesters that I would 
like to encourage everyone to look at from a collector’s point of view, for 
example Winchester model 101 shotguns. They are incredibly beautiful, 
well made and exciting, as are Winchester lever-action .22s such as the 
9422s, and their family of 9410s. Winchester model 101 shotguns are 
among the very best over and unders ever made for the working person. I 
have a 28 gauge and a 410, and they are amongst my most favorite shotguns 
to shoot. Additionally, even though I have been around Winchesters all of 
my life, I have started to collect the 9422s, and the 9410s. They are 


absolutely beautiful, there are lots of them around, and I can tell everyone 


reading this that it is my opinion that they are an excellent investment. They 
are being accumulated and they will only increase in value. 

As far as the 101 Winchesters are concerned, I believe the same thing 
about them; especially the small gauges. I would not be surprised to see 
them double in value over the next several years. I bought mine when they 
were $400-$600 each. I wish I had bought a truckload. 

Because the last edition of this book was written almost 9 years ago, I 
am going to include some of the new rifles that Fabrique Nationale started 
making after Winchester shut down its operation in New Haven 
Connecticut. 

FN, Fabrique Nationale, are known for making some extremely 
beautiful and nice firearms. In late 2007, FN started making guns for 
Winchester. I have seen some of these guns, and some of them are 
absolutely beautiful. If you are looking for something more contemporary 
and useful, these might be the right thing for you to start collecting. 
Because they are so well made, and their value really has not jumped, I 
think they are excellent investments, and their value/price will only 
continue to rise over the next few years. Take a look at them, and I think 
you will agree with me that the workmanship demonstrated in these 
weapons is beautiful and extraordinary. All these weapons are still available 
at reasonable prices, and I would encourage everyone reading this to do 
themselves a favor and look at these guns. 

The following is not a recommendation, but only is a statement about 
myself. My reader should understand that when it comes to firearms that I 
am an expert, and what I say in this book is only my personal opinion, and 
are not my recommendations for any other party. One of the things that is 
most striking, when I look at price guides, and in particular the second 


edition of this book, and prices as they are today, I can tell you that the 


differences are absolutely astounding. Prices, and oftentime values of these 
Winchesters that we love are continuing to go up, up, and even up some 
more. I challenge all of my readers to look at what I have observed, and 
verify, for themselves, what has happened to the prices being asked for 
Winchesters. It is absolutely amazing! One of the ways I look at it is I asked 
myself what my money will bring in the bank, today under 3% a year, and I 
look at what the prices on Winchesters have done over the last few years, 


and I know, for myself personally, where my money is best invested. 


ONE OF THE THINGS that is most striking, when I look at price 


guides, and in particular the second edition of this book, and prices as 


they are today, I can tell you that the differences are absolutely 


astounding. 


PITFALLS 
AND 


SNAKE PITS 


I decided to write this chapter - new for this edition - because a gentleman 
called me one morning who had just lost $16,000 in buying a put-together- 
gun. Lacking better terminology, I often refer to guns that have been 
surreptitiously altered in an attempt to deceive prospective buyers/owners, 
as guns that have been “fraudulated.” 

This is a problem that seems to be occurring with more frequency. I have 
seen similar situations countless times. Gun shows have increasingly 
become snake pits, where unscrupulous dealers find innocent victims upon 
whom to foist put-together and otherwise fraudulent guns on unsuspecting 
buyer/collectors. Auctions can also be the source of many bad buying 
decisions. Auctions commonly misdescribe items they are selling. I am not 
sure why this happens so regularly, but I see it often. I hate to publish this 
unfortunate fact, but this is absolutely true. The reason is that certain 
weapons have become extremely valuable, and therefore, the monetary 
motivation to commit fraud has become more attractive. 

Another factor involved in this phenomenon is new highly-advanced 
technical skills and methodology, such as advances in welding and re- 
bluing techniques, etc., have increased the ability of certain skilled 


individuals to make changes on weapons that are extremely hard to identify. 


It is my opinion that any weapons, particularly Winchesters and Colts, that 
are not 100% original are not worth collecting/owning. 

The new world of gun collecting, and the things that are going on within 
it indicates that, irrefutably, the buyer must beware, caveat emptor, and take 
extraordinary methods in order to avoid being a victim of fraud. 

However, one of the things that this all points to is that buying a weapon, 
especially a very valuable weapon, is a hobby or avocation fraught with 
danger and financial risk. People take the investment of a rather large sums 
of money entirely too lightly when it comes to the purchase of valuable 
firearms. This is an added incentive for me to try to give my readers some 
ideas on how they might avoid some of the pitfalls involved in collecting 
firearms. As time goes by, it is my belief that there will be more frauds and 
more trouble, not fewer frauds and less trouble. The frequency with which I 
am seeing these situations is becoming greater and greater. I would like my 
readers to read those chapters of this book that deal with establishing, for 
themselves, a collecting philosophy. I believe this is very important. 
Developing such a philosophy can help in avoiding very costly mistakes 
when it comes to purchasing firearms. 

In those chapters that deal with establishing a collector philosophy, and 
in other articles I have written, I always recommend that people only buy 
weapons that are in 100% original condition, and in excellent plus or better 
condition only. If one is a willing to buy weapons that are cobbled up, and 
in less than original condition, and in less than excellent condition, then it 
probably doesn’t matter to these individuals when they buy a weapon that 
isn’t what it’s supposed to be. 

Put-together-guns, by definition, are not what they were intended to be 
when manufactured. However, one of the things I would like to talk to my 


readership about is that, if you want to make money relevant to your 


investments in firearms, I can only tell you, with absolute confidence and 
certainty, that the best way to accomplish this is to buy factory original guns 
that have a lot of condition. These are the weapons that will continue to go 
up in price, and they are also the weapons that will increase in value - from 
a percentage point of view - the most. There is no question that this is true. 
In addition, these are the weapons that are the most fungible -- the easiest to 
convert into cash. 

Now that you know where I sit, let me tell you where I stand. As stated 
elsewhere, fraud involving put-together weapons within the firearm- 
collecting world is rampant. There is no question that this is true. It used to 
be that I could go to the gun shows and never see a weapon that had been 
“helped.” Recently, I made a mental note that it has been years since I have 
gone to a gun show without seeing a fraudulent weapon being offered for 


sale. So let’s define the words “fraudulent weapon,” or a “fraudulated gun.” 


DID YOU KNOW THAT factory-appearing boxes, recoil pads, and 


hanging tags have been counterfeited for years? This is a fact. 


To me, this means a weapon that has been changed in order to make it 
more desirable/valuable. This also means that these weapons have been re- 
blued, redone, refinished, original wood altered or changed, and are being 
sold as if original. Oftentimes, we will see weapons that had been altered, 
but no attempt is being made to pass them off as something they are not. 
This is fine, and is quite common. The problem is when a weapon has been 
altered and is being sold as an original weapon. These, then, are the 
weapons we shall refer to as “fraudulent weapons,” or fraudulated guns. 

When should one be careful about this? The answer is quite simple: 


always. The more pricey the gun, the rarer the gun, the more desirable the 


gun, and most importantly, the better condition that the weapon appears to 
be in, the greater likelihood there is that the weapon has been altered. 
Because I’m in the firearms market, on almost everyday basis, I can name 
at least six national dealers, who in my opinion make a practice of offering 
fraudulent weapons to the firearm collecting market. (And this is without 
trying or even really thinking about it.) One of the sure signs, in my 
opinion, that you are looking at a dealer that is offering fraudulent weapons 
for sale is when you notice that most of the weapons on his tables are rare, 
very desirable, and in high condition. For me, this makes the hair on the 
back of my neck go perpendicular. I love to walk up to these tables and be 
able to establish, at least in my own mind, that most of the guns on the 
tables are fraudulent in one way or another. 

Did you know that factory-appearing boxes, recoil pads, and hanging 
tags have been counterfeited for years? This is a fact. Many older, very 
collectible firearms that are in new/mint condition, and are being offered for 
sale along with what appears to be original boxes, along with 
accompanying documentation, are, in my opinion, fraudulent firearms. 
Back in the sixties, and early seventies, it became fairly easy to purchase 
red Winchester recoil pads, which looked to be correct, but were in fact 
reproductions. These are then added to Winchesters that had been shortened 
or had other pads added to them and needed a Winchester pad to make them 
appear to be original. This started a wholesale series of reproduction items 
whose sole purpose was to make prospective buyers believe that the 
weapon they want to buy is either original, or very rare. 

Back in those early days, I knew a very distinguished dealer, who shall 
remain nameless, and who has since gone to his reward, who had a 
Winchester proof die. Back then, there were a lot of Winchester model 42s 


and Winchester model 12s that had Simmons ventilated ribs placed on the 


barrel. This person used his Winchester die to put the proof mark on the left 
side of the rib, where it should properly be if the weapon were factory 
original. This made these altered guns appear original. As you might 
imagine, the value of a gun so altered increased dramatically. This 
particular individual thought enough of me to confide in me as to what he 
was doing. He even went so far as to show me weapons that he had altered, 
and were then being sold, by him, as factory original weapons. I was 
absolutely horrified, and shaken. 

What this did for me was to make me determined, more than ever, to 
become an expert in discerning whether or not I was looking at a 
“righteous” weapon, or a weapon that had been altered. And so, 30-40 years 
ago I started to become very interested in the knowledge and the intellectual 
minutia required to recognize the difference between the righteous weapon 
and one that had been altered. I began to become a student of original 
factory finishes, and factory stampings. I studied original weapons and 
committed what I found to memory so that I could use those memories to 
analyze weapons that I found in the field. This was very helpful. I’m still 
learning. I advise all collectors to do the same. 

Some people have more money than common sense, and when it comes 
to the purchasing of expensive weapons, there are many people who have 
more money than knowledge. These lambs enter into the gun show snake 
pits with a trusting nature. These people are just asking to be seriously 
abused. Buying an expensive gun is no time to leave your common sense at 
home, and allow yourself to be taken advantage of by people, some of 
whom are the moral and ethical equivalent of used-car salesmen. So let us 
take some time to see if we cannot come up with some ideas on how to 


avoid these kinds of problems: (because I believe in only buying factory 


original weapons, and weapons that have a lot of condition, these rules will 


best be applied to these types of weapons.) 


1. If you’re going to spend any real amount of money for a weapon, 
and it can be factory lettered, do not buy it without a factory letter. 
All dealers, who wish to maximize the price they placed on a 
weapon, will, as a matter of course, have that weapon lettered. If 
not, proceed with caution -- a lot of caution. You had better know 
what you’re doing when the situation presents itself. (This is when 
collectors should have found, at the same show, an expert from a 
whom to ask advice, so as to protect oneself as well as possible. 


Always offer this person something for his trouble.) 


2. If you’re going to collect a particular type of weapon, manufactured 
by a particular manufacturer, study what original finish on both the 
metal and the wood looks like. Study the radiuses on original 
weapons so that you can recognize one when you see it. Study the 
stamping on original weapons so that you can recognize that when 
you see it. All manufactures, e.g., Winchester, Colt, Browning, etc., 
have finishes that are easy to recognize. Study them until you know 
when you are looking at an original finish and when you are not. 
DON’T BE IN A HURRY -- TAKE YOUR TIME! STUDY THE 
GUN CAREFULLY. 


3. Know your own limitations. Know what you know, but more 
importantly know what you do not know. You must compensate for 
what you do not know, and you must figure out how to find out 
about those things that you do not know about. My father told me 


that one of the real secrets of success was to know what you know, 


know what you do not know, use what you know, and always strive 
to know more. This should be your motto, and if you follow my 
father’s advice you will really help yourself when it comes to 
making good decisions about which guns to buy and when to walk 


away. 


. Learn the tell-tale signs of a gun that has been refinished, e.g., wood 
to metal fit, crisp clean stamping, sharp, clean, straight radiuses, 
polishing marks, etc. If you haven’t mastered this knowledge, you 
are probably not ready to be buying expensive firearms. Look for 
inconsistency of wear, i.e., the weapons shows itself to be pristine in 
some areas, but shows wear in others. (This must be reconciled in 
your mind before you purchase that weapon.) Take the time to know 
what you were doing. THERE IS NOTHING LIKE PRACTICE, 
PRACTICE, AND PRACTICE. 


. Always get a receipt when you buy a gun, and have the seller 
describe to you on the receipt the condition of the weapon and 
whether or not it has been modified in any manner. Also, get the 
dealer to put in writing that if this weapon has been modified in any 
way, in the opinion of your expert, he will take the gun back and 
refund your money. Or, better yet, have the dealer give you a time 
when, without any question, he will refund your money irrespective 
of the reason why. Always make the dealer sign the receipt. (He 
may wish to put at a time limit on the refund, which you will have to 
deal with as a business decision.) In addition, if you purchased a 
weapon that can be lettered but has not been lettered, stipulate any 
receipt that if the weapon will not letter, is being correct, the dealer 


shall return 100% of your money immediately. 


6. Learn the reputation of dealers. I believe it is essential that you learn 
about the reputations of the dealers with whom you are going to do 
business. Asked other dealers about the reputation of other dealers. 
Many of the dealers, who travel around from show to show, are the 
ones who are least trustworthy. They also are the dealers who 
usually have the best guns. They are, however, also the ones with 
the best connections with those people who are capable of altering 
guns that are so well done that only an expert can tell for sure, and, 


even then, not always. 


Be very careful at auctions. One of the problems with auctions is 
that auctions houses make it very clear that they make no claim as to 
the authenticity, originality, or the condition of any item they are 
selling. In fact, most of them will say, “You are the experts, do not 
rely on anything we say.” Therefore, if you do not know what 


you’re doing, stay away from buying high dollar guns at auctions. 


7. Beware the bargain. If it’s too good to be true, it probably is, and 
this is particularly true with buying weapons from any 
knowledgeable person, i.e., any person other than the little old lady 
who lives across the street. One of the reoccurring themes that I 
encounter when I am dealing with someone who has been taken 
advantage of is that the price they paid, in and of itself, should have 
given a clue that something was wrong. Many times dealers will use 
low prices, compared to what a righteous weapon would bring, to 
entice collectors who really do not know what they are doing. Often 
times, a part of the swindle is that the buyer thinks he is getting a 
real bargain. Cheap pricing is often a good indication that something 
is wrong. Beware the bargain! REMEMBER, GREED KILLS! 


Greed is the human emotion that con men use to trap their suckers, 
and so it is often the case at gun shows and auctions. A few years 
ago, I was at a major gun show in the Midwest and one of the guns I 
was specifically looking for was a model 42 Winchester Double 
Diamond Trap. I picked it up and noted that it was in brand-new 
condition. It was just what I was hoping to find. The price for this 
weapon was at least 50% less than what it should have been. The 
particular individual who was selling it assured me that it was a 
righteous gun -- even told me the story about the little old gentleman 
who owned it. Of course, I got excited and bought it. I went outside 
and looked at it under sunlight, which is always recommended; I 
immediately reversed directions and went back and got my money 
back. The gun was a skillful re-do, but it was being sold as original. 
The seller was not happy, and wanted to argue with me about 
whether or not it was straight. I vowed I would never make such a 


mistake again, and so far, I have kept that promise. 


. Immediately, when you are able, consult your library to make sure 
that, so far as the literature is concerned, your weapon has the 
possibility of being correct, e.g., period of manufacture, caliber is 
possible, barrel length was possible, etc. If you’re unsure about 
whether or not the weapon is correct, and righteous, contact an 
expert immediately and be willing to pay a small fee for his opinion. 
(I do this all of time for many of my friends and clients. I have never 
kept track of it, but I suspect, that I have saved people a whole lot of 


money.) 


BE VERY CAREFUL AT auctions. One of the problems with auctions 


is that auctions houses make it very clear that they make no claim as 


to the authenticity, originality, or the condition of any item they are 


selling. 


This is about all you can do, but if you will follow these rules, the 
chances are you”1l make many fewer mistakes than if the rules are not 
followed. Do not allow your enthusiasm for purchasing a particular weapon 
to cloud your judgment or take any shortcuts. Often times, with what we 
have learned recently, even those experts with the biggest and most lauded 
reputations can be the most corrupt and crooked. When it comes to your 
money, you should be careful, slow, but most of all, be diligent. Remember, 
that in many cases when you enter a gun show you are perhaps entering a 
snake pit and take care not to make any buying errors. If you take my 
advice, as mentioned above, almost assuredly you will make very few 
mistakes. You may not make a lot of friends, but you will make very few 
mistakes, which in the long run, will put dollars into your pocket.

THOUGHTS ON COLLECTING 


WINCHESTER 
FIREARMS 


I am often asked about collecting firearms. It is a subject that is near and 
dear to my heart, and it is a subject that I have been familiar with for over 
60 years. It has also been my life’s obsession, and has provided countless 
hours of fun, enthusiasm, and excitement. Added to this, it has 
immeasurably enriched my life by being the vehicle through which I have 
met many dear friends. 

Over the years, I have changed a lot regarding guns, appraising, and 
collecting firearms. I had some gray hair when I first decided to become a 
gunologist. To accomplish this, I deeply immersed myself in gunology, the 
study of firearms. After about 30 years, I can say that I have learned a lot, 
but have to admit that I learn something new with a great deal of regularity. 

I wrote the second edition of this book in 2007, and I am really looking 
toward to the third edition being published sometime in 2016. This 
particular article was first written in 2006, and as I read it over, I decided to 
make some changes.Things do change. My thoughts and opinions about 
collecting, while not being radically changed, have undergone some 
modification, and I am going to make sure that this article reflects those 
changes. One of the things that I am absolutely positive about is that as a 
collector you must be prepared to make make radical departures from 


philosophies and thoughts that you thought were set in granite. If you can 


do this, you will have a lot of fun, and your collecting will be much more 
interesting and probably profitable. 

Before I get started with this discussion, I need to clarify one point: there 
is a difference between collecting and accumulating. Collecting takes place 
in an organized fashion, usually with specific goals in mind. Accumulating 
guns is just buying particular guns, because of specific interest, or, as often 
occurs, because the opportunity presented itself, and the price was right. 

Some people, including myself, do both, i.e., they buy specific guns as 
part of a collecting plan, and they buy guns because of opportunity and 
price. Both are worthy pastimes, and both are noble endeavors, but 
collecting, as far as I’m concerned, is much more interesting and ultimately, 
much more rewarding. Besides, willy-nilly accumulation of Winchester 
firearms usually means that at some time you’re going to have to build an 
addition on to your home, and that might not make for marital bliss. In 
addition hiding from one’s spouse a medium-size collection is much easier 
than hiding a vast accumulation of miscellaneous Winchester firearms. 
Another thing I’ve noticed is that firearm accumulators buy all kinds of 
guns, e.g., Remingtons, Marlins, Colts, and usually in large numbers. 
Collectors, on the other hand, tend to have a few other weapons, but mostly 
concentrate on the acquisition of weapons within their collecting 
philosophy. The development of a “collecting philosophy” is, in my 
opinion, absolutely essential, if one wants to maximize one’s opportunities 
and make the most out of one’s investment dollar. 

“T trust to my own eyes,” Baron Duveen, a very famous international art 
dealer, once testified in explaining the basis on which his firm, Duveen 
Brothers, reached decisions as to the merits of art objects. He went on to 
say, “I view each with an eye stored with the recollected visions of all the 
finest examples studied in over 40 years.” 


Whether an individual is going to collect or accumulate a few firearms, 
or is much more ambitious and wants a whole houseful, Mr. Duveen’s 
statement is worthy of great consideration. If a collector/accumulator starts 
to acquire firearms without some standards or methodology, most purchases 
are likely to be far from supplying long-term satisfaction. There is no 
question that “an eye stored with recollected vision” will benefit the 
collector/accumulator time and time again. There is no substitute, 
whatsoever, for knowing what you are looking at and having the confidence 
to know that you know it. This can only be achieved by hundreds if not 
thousands of hours of study, concentration and “just looking.” 

Consequently, if you decide to buy firearms, whether or not you are 
collecting them or just accumulating them, know what it is you’re doing, do 
what it is you know, and always strive to know more. By following this 
philosophy you will have begun your education and you will have become 
enrolled in a course of study that can be taken as far as you might like. 
Please, do not believe that all there is to know about firearms has already 


been learned, or for that matter written about. The truth lies in the contrary!

Individual taste in collecting and or accumulating firearms is the most 
important factor in making good choices-not necessarily choices that will 
please everyone, but choices that you will be satisfied with long after you 
have made them. In this way, collecting is a lot like ordering dinner at a 


very nice restaurant, i.e., everyone doesn’t like the same thing. There is no 


substitute for a well-trained eye, as it will save you time and time again 
from making mistakes that you will later regret! 

Firearms can usually be judged by using one’s educated eye, but not 
always. Sometimes, it takes a magnifying glass, and other times it takes the 
opinion of an expert. Always know your own limitations, and always be 
willing to seek whatever help you might need in making the right 
determinations about a firearm before you make a purchasing decision. 
Haste, more often than not, will make waste! Even to this day, in some 
situations, I seek the opinion of others, and, as a result, I am often glad that 
I did. Do not be afraid to seek out someone, such as myself, who sells his 
knowledge. It’s very often a wonderful investment. 

Knowledge and the skills of a good investigator in gathering information 
about a potential purchase are the stock in trade of all successful 
collector/accumulators. Every piece has a story to tell, and upon 
examination will testify whether it is real, a fake, or carefully refinished and 
made to look like the real thing. With careful inspection, a firearm will tell 
its story and it will testify before you as to all the information you need to 
know to make a successful buying decision. It will never perjure itself, 
because all the evidence is there for the trained eye to read. Learn to detect 
the genuine as well as the fraud. Make an item prove that it is what it 
purports to be, never assume it is what it purports to be. 

At the cost of modern labor, only the best pieces will warrant the 
expenditure of the great deal of time and money necessary to help them fool 
the knowledgeable buyer, but it does happen, and it happens more than we 
would like to think. There are many dealers, who make a good living 
“helping” firearms be something they are not, or be something they used to 
be. These dealers are unscrupulous and most have been exposed to the 


experts in the firearms industry. Asked around about a dealer and his 


reputation before you buy something from him that looks too good to be 
true, which usually it is. Such Philistines are guilty of the worst kinds of 
these unfortunate crimes against amateur and less than knowledgeable 
collector/accumulators. Caveat emptor-- let the buyer beware. 

Normal signs of wear are a great help in judging a firearm. An 
immutable rule is that a genuine firearm will most probably have seen some 
use. The battle scars of this use should be most apparent and consistent 
throughout the entire firearm. The edges might be dulled; the finish might 
be somewhat faded; miscellaneous dents and some scratches will most 
probably exist. Look them over; they are part of the story the firearm has to 
tell you. Use will have left its traces. Beware the stories told by dealers; rely 
on the story the weapon tells, not on sales hype. Oftentimes dealers will 
innocently tell the most astounding untruths regarding the firearm you’re 
holding in your hand, and the one they want you to buy.

I want to tell my readers about one of my prejudices. Yes, I am 
prejudiced... very prejudiced. Rarity is important to me, but only if it comes 


with condition, quality and originality. I recommend that only weapons that 
are 100% original, a very high-quality, and in excellent or better condition 
should be purchased by “collectors.” On the other hand, accumulators can 
purchase weapons irrespective of condition or originality. 

Economically, however, one is always ahead purchasing weapons that 
have a lot of condition, of high-quality, and are 100% original. Weapons 
that do not have condition, of poor quality, and are not original, in my 
opinion, are not collectible. I know that this is a very controversial 
philosophy, and that many, probably most, collectors will reject this idea as 
being too “pure.” But I am a purist, and with over 60 years experience, I 
can promise you that this philosophy has been rewarding on many different 
levels; pride in my collection, growth of my investment, making my 
collection highly fungible, putting smiles on other people’s faces, when 
they see my collection, or parts of it. 

When one decides to become a collector of Winchesters, he or she is 
entering a world where, most think, stiff competition is everywhere. This 
isn’t always true; it all depends on what Winchesters a person decides to 
collect. If you’re going to collect the lever actions, competition exists 
everywhere. If you’re going to collect some of the later models, little or 
moderate competition is what one will find. In addition, Winchester prices 
have a great deal to do with condition, and factory originality; not always 
rarity. For example, a Winchester model 255 is quite rare, but no one seems 
to care. On the other hand, a standard early Winchester model 1886 is much 
more common than the model 255, but everyone seems to care about 1886s. 
An extremely nice 1886, with just a few value-adding features, can cost as 
much as a brand new sports car. A mint condition model 255 Winchester 


usually costs less than a one-night stay at a fancy hotel. I think this is a case 


where Winchester collectors walk over and away from some good 
collecting/investment opportunities. 

Things change in the collector world. I remember a time when the 
Winchester bolt-action .22 long rifle weapon was not popular. I could buy a 
very nice model 69 for about $80. Since that time, because of an increase in 
collector interest, they have increased in value about five times, e.g., a 
model 69 with target style sites and some nickel optional parts can be quite 
pricey. The reason I bring this up is because I would like my readers to look 
for opportunities to invest in Winchesters, and to collect models that are less 
than red-hot in terms of the market. If you take the time to think about some 
of these things, it will pay huge dividends in terms of having a good time, 
making good investments, and enjoying collecting more than ever before.

Over the years, I have come to view some of the dichotomies in 
Winchester collecting to be very interesting, e.g., the difference in prices 
between 1886 models of Winchester and Winchester model 71s. The 
Winchester model 71 was created in the early 1930s using the model 1886 
Winchester receiver design, with improvements, so that the rifle could 
handle an improved cartridge, the .348. With a little looking around, a 
deluxe Winchester model 71 in mint condition can be purchased for the 
very modest price of under $2000. A deluxe Winchester model 1886, 
depending on value-adding features to be found on the weapon, can cost 25 


to 50 times more. These are the types of interesting paradoxes one finds in 
the world of the Winchester market. Even though there are some very real 
differences between these two rifles, I see many more deluxe Winchester 
model 1886s for sale than I see deluxe Winchester model 71s for sale. 
Mechanically speaking, and except for a couple of the 1886s calibers, it’s 
much easier to my ammunition for the model 71 than for the 1886, and in 
terms of hunting, the model 71 has it hands down over the model 1886. 
However, this is what makes collecting Winchesters so fascinating, and so 
compelling. 

Every Winchester collector, who is serious, dreams of receiving a 
telephone call from a neighbor, or someone at work, telling him that a 
relative has passed away and they found a Winchester model 1886 in the 
closet and, if the caller asks him if he would buy the weapon, because they 
don’t like having guns around, the heart rate of the Winchester collector 
will increase by a minimum of 20 beats a minute. If, upon inspection, the 
receiver shows bright case color, and that telltale band of a take-down rifle, 
and the wood on the rifle is checkered, and the caliber is one of the more 
rare ones, the collector just might be in danger of having a heart attack, 
when told that the owner wants $1,000 for the gun, because a neighbor told 
him that’s what the gun was worth. This is the collector’s dream, and it 
happens, with more regularity than most people might suspect. Not to 
digress, but in the mid-1980s, I purchased 7 mint model 1876 rifles, of 
which all are different, and all were deluxe models, one being a 1 of 100 
model and one being a 1 of a 1000 model. I paid a total of $5,000 for the 
seven rifles. When I think back to those glorious moments, even today, I get 
excited. I still have these rifles, and they give me great pleasure and 
satisfaction, and I realize how lucky I was then, and how fortunate I am 


now. 


Winchester, or U.S. Repeating Arms, closed its doors in New Haven, 
Connecticut effective March 31, 2006. Collectors, and dealers alike, have 
already started to accumulate recently manufactured examples of the Model 
94 rifles and carbines. Many of these later weapons have been selling for as 
much as 50% over retail value. This may represent an opportunity for 
investment, or for collecting weapons that exist in the marketplace in rather 
large numbers, but, for the most part, are still very affordable. When I wrote 
the second edition of this book in 2007, I cautioned my readers that 
Winchester/FN may start producing the model 94 rifles again. This has not 
happened, and at this point, I do not see it happening in the near future. 

Collecting Winchester rifles is something that each collector should give 
a lot of thought as to budget, goal, collecting parameters, storage, insurance, 
etc. Most collectors I know of started off just accumulating weapons with 
no well thought out collecting philosophy. This doesn’t make a lot of sense, 
as what one ends up with if this is what happens is an accumulation of 
weapons, without order, and without continuity. 

If you want to become a collector, rather than an accumulator, you 
should begin to develop a “collector’s philosophy.” You may want to collect 
a particular model, or you may want to collect a particular “type” of 
weapon, e.g., US marked weapons, weapons of a particular caliber or 
configuration, or a broader category of weapons such as bolt action .22 
rimfire rifles. There are so many interesting collections that can be 
assembled that it would take a whole book to just discuss the possibilities. 

Although this has nothing to do with Winchester firearms, but since I 
have the podium, I feel compelled to tell my readers about something I have 
been thinking about for years. If I were young, and if I didn’t have much 
money, and wanted to start collecting some type of firearms, I would start 


collecting Mossberg .22 rifles. The reasons for this are quite simple: No one 


else is doing it, they are very inexpensive, there are kazillions of models, 
and there are many interesting variations, especially in the factory original 
sights,. In addition, they are relatively well-made, have been made for 
decades, very little is known about them, I would be the only one doing it 
and thus would have a significant advantage in acquiring the most desirable 
and the most rare, and finally, they are weapons I could shoot. 

I know that most Winchester collectors will turn their noses up at the 
suggestion, or immediately nominate me for the loony award, or try to take 
away my Winchester collector badge, but it might be something to consider 
for someone, who had a son, or relative, wanting to get started collecting 
firearms, but doesn’t have the prerequisite huge budget it usually takes to 
start a meaningful Winchester firearms collection. 

To get back to reality and something more pertinent to our discussion, as 
my financial situation improved, and I found that I could, for the most part, 
finance my collecting with buying and selling, I once again, as I had with 
my Father, got into collecting Winchesters. As time went on, I became 
fascinated with almost every Winchester rifle that was hand fitted and had a 
machined receiver. But I decided to concentrate on the trickier models, and 
that’s what I would like to encourage would-be collectors to consider doing. 
I think it makes the most sense, and ultimately, is the most rewarding. 
However, at one time, I became very interested in the little 22 bolt action 
high-quality rifles that Winchester made in the 1920s through the 1950s. 
They are very interesting, and there are a lot of them, and once again, I 
could accumulate them very inexpensively, because no one else cared. I had 
a lot of fun with that. 

In the late 1970s, I went to a gun show and saw an elderly gentleman 
selling off his collection of model 62 and 61 Winchesters. I could not afford 


to buy them all, but I bought the rarest ones, but only if they were in mint or 


better condition. Eventually, I was able to fill in the ones I didn’t have, but 
because I had many of the more rare ones, it was easy, and it could be done 
economically. I share with you this event because it demonstrates how a 
person can begin a collection of particular Winchester rifles, and in the long 
run end up with something that provides a lot of pleasure, and at the same 
time is an excellent investment vehicle. 

I believe there are many opportunities for the would-be Winchester 
collector. With the changes that have recently occurred at Winchester, it is 
my opinion that these changes provide interesting opportunities for novice 
collectors, who do not want to, or perhaps cannot afford to, start purchasing 
$10,000 rifles or shotguns. All one has to do is look over this book, and 
decided on weapons that one can afford, and weapons that are interesting. 
This is a way to get started. It’s not difficult, and it doesn’t have to be 
expensive. It can, however, be, your obsession, and it can also introduce 
you into a fascinating world filled with wonderful knowledgeable people. 

Finally, I want to encourage you to be a thinker. I want you to be a 
creative collector. I want you to be disciplined. I want you to look around at 
what is available, analyze that information in terms of what is collectible, 
what would make a good investment, what can I do that no one else is 
doing right now, how can I have fun collecting what no one else is 
collecting, and decide if this does or does not make sense for you. This 
worked for me, and I will always be happy and grateful that I did not give 
up collecting, but put my efforts and thoughts into collecting what I could 


afford and what I thought would be a good investment.

One of the things about Winchesters that remains unchanged, and 
immutable: when I look at price guides, and in particular the second edition 
of this book, and prices as they are today, I can tell you that the differences 
are absolutely astounding. Prices, and often the values, of these Winchesters 
that we love are continuing to go up, up, and even up some more. I 
challenge all of my readers to look at what I have observed, and verify, for 
themselves what has happened to the prices being asked for Winchesters. It 
is absolutely amazing! I encourage all of my readers to get involved in 
gunology, and after a lot of work, a lot of study, a lot of fun, many 
conversations with some amazing people, the starting of many really good 
friendships, one can finally look in the mirror and say, “By golly, I would 
be, gunologist.” When that happens, notice the look on your face, and you 
will see, more than likely, a really big smile staring back at you. 

Good luck, and think positive, perhaps tomorrow is the day you get that 
call from your neighbor, who wants to sell that old dirty Winchester and 
dusty old single action Colt that she found in her closet, that was owned by 
her Grandfather, who was a buffalo hunter in the 1870s, and a resident and 
one time Mayor of Miles City, Montana. (For information on Colt single 
actions, please consult the Standard Catalog of Firearms published by the 
same nice folks that publish this book.) 


MY PERSONAL COLLECTING 
PHILOSOPHY 


If one is going to be a collector of guns, or even an accumulator of 
weapons, I think it important that the individual develop a philosophy so 
that his acquisitions make sense and fit into some type of organized and 
well-thought-out plan. Personally, I have been both a collector and an 
accumulator, but as I get older I have become more of a collector. I found 
out a long time ago it’s much easier to buy firearms than it is to sell them at 
a price that I believe reflects their worth. It’s easy to find bargains at almost 
any gun show, if one has an encyclopedic memory and is more of an 
accumulator than a collector. Remember, one can always sell all the 
firearms that one owns at wholesale or below almost as quickly as one can 
unload them from your vehicle at a gun show. Myself, I would much prefer 
to be very active; I am always on the hunt for something that I want. Right 
now, for example, I have an interest in purchasing higher grade 101 
Winchesters in 28 gauge or 410 gauge. So, for me, collecting allows me to 
continue to be active, aggressive, and involved, but at the same time it 
allows me to curtail and to control my purchasing. 

Because I’m sure there are at least as many philosophies involved in the 
collection of Winchesters as there are collectors, I feel I should explain my 
personal philosophy about collecting. I believe that it will be somewhat 
instructive to the novice, because he or she can take my ideas and, using 


them, develop an individual pathway. I also believe that accumulators can 


use this same philosophy to develop their own hybrid purchasing 
philosophy. The elements, or central ideas, are approximately the same for 
both. 


I FOUND OUT A long time ago it’s much easier to buy firearms than 


it is to sell them at a price that I believe reflects their worth. 


The first thing that a collector should do is formulate his own goals, both 


short-term and long-terms. My collecting goals are these: 


1. I want my collection to be something that I can be proud of owning. 
In this regard, I guess that I’m a purist and certainly an elitist. Over 
the years, I have seen collections that consist of unoriginal weapons, 
weapons of poor condition, weapons that make me wonder, “Why 
would anyone want to own something like this?” But, if originality 
and condition are not important to you, then one should feel free to 
buy anything without regard to originality or condition. Personally, I 
would rather own one exquisite example than a whole gun case of 
“junk.” I realize that’s just me, and I hope that such a statement does 
not alienate my readership. On the other hand, I have seen 
collections that make me salivate and make my knees weak. These 
are the collections that, for me, increase my blood pressure by at 


least 30 points. 


2. I want my collection to be a good investment and to increase in 
value. I would think that this would be an almost universal goal for 
almost every collector; however, based upon what I have observed, 


I’m not sure. 


3. I want to be able to own, someday, a complete collection of 
whatever it is I’m trying to collect. I like order and simplicity and 
eventual closure; therefore, I want my collection to follow some 
logical course; to make sense to observers and more importantly, to 
myself. Years ago, in the early eighties, I decided to collect pre-‘64 
model 70s. Using Roger Rule’s book and his list of what he thought 
it would take to have a complete collection, I began purchasing 
model 70s to that end. However, in order to have a complete 
collection - and because there are an inexhaustible and innumerable 
number of prototypes, uncatalogued specimens, one-of-a-kind, 
special order, and custom shop guns -- I limited my collection to 
only Winchester catalogued listed guns and their variations. This 
worked out very well, and within a few years I had a complete, self- 


limited collection of these magnificent rifles. 


4. I want to be able to own every Winchester that I need in order to 
complete my collection. This precludes me from collecting many 
different models of Winchesters, e.g., Henrys, 1866s, 1886s, 
engraved Model 21 Winchesters, etc. Consequently, I choose to 
collect within an area in which, if I see something I need or want, I 
can afford to buy it. To me, this make sense. Why collect something 
that you cannot afford to collect? I own some factory special order 
1886 rifles in exquisite condition, but I do not collect them; I have 
accumulated/invested in them. In this regard, I might be inclined to 
trade one of them, if the situation warranted, for something that I 
really want to own, if it would help me fill in a collection that I was 
involved in completing. I am married only to those things I collect, 


not the things I have accumulated.

Let’s talk about the investment aspect of collecting Winchester weapons. 
As the only accredited, certified, designated firearm appraiser in the United 
States, I am continually, on an everyday basis, involved in the market for 
Winchester firearms and have been for over 30 years. This gives me a 
special insight into firearm values, including Winchesters, because I see and 
appraise the best guns in the United States. Because of this involvement, I 
have developed some exacting theories on what makes the best firearm 


investment. Allow me, to share some of this with you: 


e Always buy condition. Never buy junk. Within any collecting 
category, those properties that have the highest degree of condition 
will be among the most desirable and, without question, the best 
investments. 

e Always buy originality. Never buy cobbled-up/refinished weapons; 
they are not collectible. Within any collecting category, those 
properties that are 100% original will be amongst the most desirable, 
and, without question, will be the best investments. 

e Rarity is good, but it pales in importance when compared to condition 
and originality. If one is concerned about making a good investment, 
even rare items should have condition and originality. 

e Exceptional, well-documented, and historical weapons with market- 
acceptable provenance usually make good investments. The exception 


to this is if the weapon in question lacks condition, and/or originality. 


The investment potential of such pieces is limited when compared to 
other similar pieces with condition and originality. 

e Look for Winchesters that are not undergoing accumulation. As every 
Winchester enthusiast knows, the market more enthusiastically pursues 
some models of Winchesters at different times than others. At one 
time, Model 70 pre-*64 Winchesters were among the hottest collectible 
Winchesters in the marketplace. At another time, Model 12 pre-‘64 
Winchesters were among the hottest. At still another time, Model 21 
Winchesters were hot. A few years ago, Model 42 Winchesters were 
being pursued by almost the entire Winchester marketplace. Try to 
avoid starting a collection during these hot periods unless you have 


very deep pockets. 


The opposite of accumulation is distribution. Oftentimes, Winchesters 
that are not under accumulation or distribution may be being “held” by the 
marketplace. They are neither being accumulated nor distributed, in market 
terms. However, there are always models of Winchesters that are 
undergoing distribution; this means that they are being sold in unusual 
numbers and that collector/accumulators are converting them to either cash 


or using them in trade.

Right now, there are more high-grade Winchester lever actions on the 
market than I have ever seen before. I believe these models, or at least some 
of them, are undergoing distribution. In the beginning of any period of 
distribution for any highly desirable Winchester, there is a type of market 
frenzy that takes place. It’s very interesting to someone like myself who is 
so involved on a daily basis with such an active marketplace as we see with 
Winchester firearms. High prices and market frenzy often create large 
numbers of particular models of Winchesters to be released onto the market. 
I never buy weapons at high prices when they are undergoing distribution 
except at the very end of a distribution cycle, when prices usually decline. 

In short, my collecting philosophy is to buy that which I can afford and 
need to complete my collection: weapons with condition, originality, and 
rarity - weapons that, I believe, will, within a reasonable time, undergo 
accumulation and a resulting increase in value. 


That’s my collecting philosophy. What’s yours? 


A BRIEF COLLECTOR’S HISTORY 
OF THE 


WINCHESTER REPEATING 
ARMS COMPANY 
OF NEW HAVEN, CONNECTICUT 


For firearm collectors, and for people interested in American history, the 
name “Winchester” is truly magical. It conjures pictures of movie stars 
engaged in life-and-death struggles, conducting shootouts with bad guys 
and Indians. Novelists made Winchester-toting heroes the idol of everyone 
reading their books. The Winchester name is synonymous with American 
frontier heroes and antiheroes alike, and as such was a part of every cowboy 
and Indian scenario played out in the backyards of American youth. The 
Winchester name is inextricably tied with the 19th-century philosophy of 
“Manifest Destiny,” which is the intellectual basis for Americans moving 
West. It can be argued that without Winchester rifles, America’s move West 


would have been much more difficult and taken much longer. 


“WINCHESTER RIFLES AND SHOTGUNS are prized for their 


collectibility and investment potential, as well as for their historical 


significance. ” 


Winchester rifles and shotguns are prized for their collectibility and 
investment potential, as well as for their historical significance. If one 
tracks the stock market, the market for art, gold, antiques, real estate, or 
almost any other investment vehicle, one finds serious market fluctuations 
and ups and downs. When one tracks the value of original Winchester 
firearms, especially those of high condition, one can see that original 
Winchester firearms have consistently shown a steady increase in value. 
One of the more remarkable things about original Winchester firearms, and 
original firearms in general, is their amazing fungibility. 

Firearms, very much like gold, are quickly, and easily converted to cash. 
Original Winchesters, especially those of high condition, are among the 
most fungible of all firearms. Not only have Winchester buyers been 
interested in acquiring these weapons for purposes of collection, but also, 
financially speaking, Winchester firearms have made great investments. 
With banks paying interest rates of 3% to 5%, collectors find that, if they 
can find a Winchester firearm reasonably priced, an investment in an 
original Winchester will is often be more profitable than money in the bank. 
But as always, THE BUYER MUST BEWARE because not all deals are 
good deals!

Today, as we view the firearm market, we can see some interesting 
changes taking place. Highly desirable pieces in pristine condition are 
bringing astronomical prices. That’s interesting, because that’s what I was 
saying 25 years ago. Less desirable pieces in moderate condition are 
increasing in value, but certainly not at the rate of increases enjoyed by the 
more desirable models, especially weapons with unusually high condition. 
This author is involved in the firearm market on almost a daily basis, and 
the prices being paid for original Winchester firearms, especially those of 
high condition, are on the rise with no sign whatsoever of moderation. 

With any discussion of Winchester firearms, one should talk about 
Winchester firearms that were owned by famous people. The proper term 
for the association of an item with a famous personage or significant 
historical event is called provenance. Provenance can have a very dramatic 
effect on the firearm’s value, e.g., a Winchester firearm associated with 
Custer’s Last Stand, or one owned by Teddy Roosevelt will be worth 
dramatically more than a very similar firearm without such association. 

The Winchester Repeating Arms Company was formally established by 
Oliver F. Winchester on February 20, 1866, and the first model to bear the 
name of the company was the Model 1866 lever-action rifle chambered for 
the .44 caliber rimfire cartridge. As with any enterprise it is helpful to study 
the background and beginnings of the Winchester company so as to better 
understand the chronological sequence of various rifles and pistols that 
preceded the Winchester Model 1866. 

The story begins with Walter Hunt of New York City who, in 1848, 
developed the Rocket Ball and Volition Repeater, a unique lever-action, 
breech-loading, underbarrel magazine tube repeater. This rifle was the 
origin for future concepts. Hunt’s business partner, George Arrowsmith, had 


a machinist named Lewis Jennings, who improved and simplified Walter 


Hunt’s original concept. Jennings’s improvements were granted a U.S. 
patent in 1849. The resulting 25-shot repeating rifle was promoted by 
Arrowsmith, who found a willing investor in Courtland Palmer, a 
Connecticut merchant. Palmer bought both the Hunt and Jennings patents 
and had 5,000 Jennings rifles built by Robbins and Lawrence in Vermont in 
1850. The foreman at Robbins and Lawrence was Benjamin Tyler Henry, a 
man who would play an important role in future repeating rifle 


developments. 


THE WINCHESTER REPEATING ARMS Company was formally 
established by Oliver F. Winchester on February 20, 1866, and the 


first model to bear the name of the company was the Model 1866 


lever-action rifle chambered for the .44 caliber rimfire cartridge. 


By 1851 two additional individuals would enter the Hunt-Jennings story: 
Daniel Wesson and Horace Smith. These two men improved on Lewis 
Jennings’ design, and Smith was granted a patent in 1851, which he 
assigned to Palmer. Despite the initial achievements with the Jennings rifle, 
the action proved too complex and the cartridges too light for successful 
marketability. 

In 1854 Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson were granted a U.S. patent for 
a repeating firearm similar to an earlier Horace Smith design. Courtland 
Palmer funded the experimental work on the new pistol, which featured a 
4" barrel and a full-length underbarrel magazine. Palmer, Smith, and 
Wesson formed a partnership incorporating the Hunt, Jennings, Smith, and 
new Smith & Wesson patents. The pistols were made in Norwich, 
Connecticut, under the name of Smith & Wesson. B. Tyler Henry was an 


employee of the new firm. 


Only about 1,000 of these pistols were produced before the company 
name was changed to Volcanic Repeating Arms Company, an incorporated 
firm, in 1855. The new company was formed by Palmer, Smith, and 
Wesson with the additional financial assistance of Oliver F. Winchester. 
Winchester was at the time a successful manufacturer of men’s clothing in 
New Haven, Connecticut. The new company bought out Palmer and Smith, 
while Daniel Wesson stayed on as shop foreman to work on his metallic 
rimfire cartridge. Volcanic pistols and rifles were first built at the original 
Smith & Wesson factory in Norwich until 1856, when a new plant was 
located at New Haven. In 1857 the majority of stock in the Volcanic 
Repeating Arms Company was owned by Oliver Winchester 

The New Haven Arms Company was structured in April 1857 to assume 
the business of Volcanic Repeating Arms Company. This new company 
continued the production of Volcanic pistols and rifles, but these were now 
marked as “NEW HAVEN CONN. PATENT FEB. 14, 1854.” These 
Volcanics received favorable reports as to their rapidity of fire and ease of 
operation, but they suffered from low velocity, energy, and small calibers. 
These difficulties affected sales, which remained slow. Perhaps this would 
be the end of the story had it not been for B. Henry Tyler, who was the shop 
foreman at New Haven Arms Company after the departure of Daniel 
Wesson. Tyler had been involved with the predecessors for the past 10 years 


and he received a patent in 1860 for the improvement in magazine firearms.

The success of Henry’s new design was twofold: first, the development 
of a new, more powerful .44-caliber metallic rimfire cartridge that was 
sufficiently potent enough to compete with the single-shot rifles of the day; 
and, second, the advancement in the firing pin design, the addition of an 
extractor, and improvements in the bolt and feeding mechanisms. All of 
these improvements helped to make the Henry rifle a success. The first 
production Henry rifles were delivered in 1862. In 1866 the New Haven 
Arms Company name was changed to Winchester Repeating Arms 
Company. 

The subsequent models offered by Winchester are highly prized by 
collectors. Winchester Repeating Arms Company went on to establish itself 
as one of the world’s leading firearms manufacturers. Winchester will 
forever have a place as the company that built the guns that “Won the 
West.” By the beginning of World War I, 1914, Winchester was the leading 


domestic firearms producer in the United States and also exported guns 
around the world. 

After World War I ended and beginning in the early 1920s, the company 
began to lose its dominant position in the firearms industry. The decade of 
the 1920s marked a difficult financial period for Winchester, with the 
company finally being forced into receivership by the end of the decade. In 
1931, Winchester was purchased by the Western Cartridge Company, which 
was owned by the Olin family. Because of the changing times, the 
company’s focus was now on sporting arms and the drive for new models 
and manufacturing techniques came from the vision and foresight of John 
M. Olin. 


“IN MANY CASES, COLLECTING pre-1964 Winchesters has become 


a rich man’s game, especially if the collectors are interested in high- 


quality guns.” 


From 1931 until 1963, Winchester Repeating Arms regained and 
retained its reputation for quality firearms, and the rifles and shotguns 
produced during this period in the company’s history are as collectible as 
those guns that preceded it. In 1964, the company could no longer afford to 
mass-produce firearms that in reality were hand-fitted and hand-machined. 
Production changes were implemented that reflected the mass-production 
psychology that was becoming so commonplace in American industry. This 
streamlining, which many consumers viewed as nothing more than ill- 
advised cost-cutting, resulted in the “pre-’64 is good, post-’64 is bad” 
mentality that is still quite common in collecting circles today. 

Some notable exceptions to the prevailing view of post-’64 Winchesters 


are the Model 21 shotguns and a few other select models of Winchester 


firearms which continued after 1964 and are considered hand-fitted and 
hand-machined. In 1981 Winchester Repeating Arms Company sold its 
firearms division to U.S. Repeating Arms Company, a third-party 
manufacturing concern. 

The Winchester legend lives on, and Winchester guns are collected and 
respected by many. For several decades it has been the opinion of diehard 
and recalcitrant Winchester collectors, often of previous generations, that 
Winchester weapons manufactured after 1964 are not collectible. This is 
rapidly changing. With changes at the Winchester factory that occurred in 
2005 and 2006, post-1964 Winchester rifles, irrespective of date of 
manufacture, are considered by a growing number of individuals to be 
collectible. Also, with the accelerating values of original Winchesters 
manufactured prior to 1964, many individuals are collecting post-1964 
production original Winchesters because they are the only Winchesters they 
can afford. 

In many cases, collecting pre-1964 Winchesters has become a rich man’s 
game, especially if the collectors are interested in high-quality guns. One of 
the reasons that post-1964 Winchesters are considered by many to be highly 
collectible is that Winchester continued to manufacture interesting models 
with many variations. The Winchester name has been magical enough to 
create collector interest, and the numerous interesting variations of models 
and variations within those models has been sufficient to help sustain 
collector interest. 

Along with Browning’s, Winchester’s corporate offices are located in 
Morgan, Utah. During the time Winchester was under Olin Corp. 
management, Winchester manufactured shotguns and rifles at the Olin 
Kodensha Plant, which closed in 1989. This manufacturing facility was 


located in Tochigi, Japan, but had subsidiaries in Europe. 


In 1992, GIAT (Groupement des Industries de |’ Armée de Terre, now 
known as Nexter) which is located in France and partly owned by the 
French government, acquired Winchester. In late 1997, both Browning and 
U.S. Repeating Arms were acquired by Belgian interests. 

The prices given in the following pages concern, for the most part, 
standard original guns without optional features that were so often 
furnished by the factory. These optional or extra-cost features are too 
numerous to list and can affect the price of a shotgun or rifle to an 
enormous degree. In some cases these options are one of a kind. Collectors 
and those interested in Winchester firearms have the benefit of some of the 
original factory records. These records are now stored in the Cody Firearms 
Museum, Buffalo Bill Historical Center, P.O. Box 1000, Cody, Wyoming 
(307) 587-4771. 

For a $25 fee the museum will provide factory letters containing the 
original specifications of certain Winchester models using the original 
factory records. CAUTION: Buyers should confirm by Cody letter any 
special-order feature on any Winchester within the Cody record range 
before paying a premium for a scarce feature, or particularly valuable piece. 

Unfortunately, due to the high prices now commanded by many 
Winchester models, especially those having unusually high condition, we 
are finding more and more counterfeit Winchester firearms. In addition, we 
are finding that many Winchester firearms have been “helped.” In this case, 
the entire firearm has not been counterfeited, but only certain parts of it 
have been changed, “helped,” in order to make the gun appear more rare, or 
in original condition, or in better condition than prior to undergoing such 
changes. We strongly recommend that before buying an expensive 


Winchester firearms that buyers seek expert council and help. The problem 


with this is that even the experts are often fooled. The Rule: The Buyer 
Must Beware! 

Collectors of firearms are continually confronted with making decisions 
as to whether or not the weapon they are buying or selling is factory 
original, and as to the firearm’s condition. In this book, our values are for 
weapons that are factory original. Often times, the author has encountered 
collections of mostly altered Winchester firearms, firearms which are not 
factory original. The value of nonoriginal Winchester firearms can be a 
mere percentage of factory original firearms, especially if the nonoriginal 


firearm is also in less than pristine condition, e.g., refinished.

There are some individuals in the United States who are very 
accomplished in refinishing Winchester firearms, but their numbers are few. 
Unfortunately, even the work of one of these experts seriously diminishes 
the value of a like-conditioned factory original Winchester. Their work can 
seemingly restore the looks of an old Winchester to approximately original 
condition, but their work does not restore the value of an original old 
Winchester. Serious collectors will usually NEVER buy a reconditioned or 
refinished Winchester, or for that matter, any Winchester that is not 
completely 100% factory original. These refinished/refurbished/restored 
guns, call them what you will, are bought by people who want to shoot 
them or by people who just don’t know any better. One of the aims of this 
book is to reduce the population of the latter group to the extent possible. 

Winchester, or more properly, U.S. Repeating Arms, closed its doors in 
New Haven, Connecticut, effective March 31, 2006. Collectors and dealers 
alike have already started to accumulate recently manufactured examples of 
the sainted Model 94 rifles and carbines. Many of these later weapons have 
been selling for as much as 50% over retail value. This may represent an 
opportunity for investment, or for collecting weapons that exist in the 
marketplace in rather large numbers, but, for the most part, they are still 
very affordable. 

Ten years after I first wrote this article, many things about Winchester 
has changed, but many things have remained the same. When I first wrote 
this article, I said that I thought it would be very possible that 
Winchester/FN would start making the model 94’s again. That has not 
happened, and I do not think it is going to happen in the foreseeable future. 
Fabrique Nationale, FN, has been producing some very high quality rifles 
using the Winchester name, along with some very interesting high-tech 


shotguns. I would like to encourage everyone to look into these weapons, 


because they are not only of high quality, but will someday attract 


Winchester collectors just like you. 


THE WINCHESTER MANUFACTURING FACILITIES in North 


America may have closed, but one of the relatively few certainties in 


firearms collecting is that the lustre of the Winchester name will go on 


in the hearts of Winchester collectors. 


I can tell you one thing for sure: if Winchester/FN were to start making 
the 9422’s again, I would buy an example of everything they made. Those 
are such beautiful little guns that I could not help myself. If that were to 
happen, I might be so old that I would have to roll a wheelchair around at 
the gun shows to find them, or get help calling the distributors, but I would 
buy them. Also, if they duplicated the 101 Winchester, I would do the same 
thing, especially in the smaller gauges. 

The Winchester manufacturing facilities in North America may have 
closed, but one of the relatively few certainties in firearms collecting is that 
the lustre of the Winchester name will go on in the hearts of Winchester 
collectors. To them, Winchester is not only a reminder of the golden days of 


American expansion, but the stuff of legend.

HUNT REPEATING RIFLE 


Walter Hunt described his repeating rifle as the Volition Repeater. Hunt was 
granted U.S. patent number 6663 in August of 1849 for a repeating rifle that 
was to pave the way for future generations of Winchester repeating rifles. 
Hunt’s rifle design was unique and innovative as was his patent number 
5701 for a conical lead bullet that was to be fired in his rifle. This ingenious 
bullet had a hole in its base filled with powder and closed by a disc with an 
opening in the middle to admit the ignition from an independent priming 
source that used priming pellets made of fulminate of mercury. The rifle 
actually worked but only the patent model was built; it is now in the Cody 
Firearms Museum. I have seen this gun and it is worth spending some time 


looking at it. It was absolutely revolutionary for the time. 


JENNINGS 


Second in the evolutionary line of Winchester rifles is the Jennings. 


Made by Robbins & Lawrence of Windsor, Vermont, this rifle incorporated 


the original concept of the Hunt design with the additional improvements 
utilized by Lewis Jennings. The Jennings rifle is important not only as a 
link in the chain of repeating-rifle development but also because it 
introduced Benjamin Henry Tyler to the concept of the tubular magazine 
lever-action repeating rifle. The Jennings rifle was built in three separate 
and distinct models. While total production of the three types was 
contracted for 5,000 guns, it is probable that only about 1,000 were actually 
produced. 


FIRST MODEL 
The First Model Jennings was built in a .54 caliber, breech-loading, 


single-shot configuration with a ring trigger, oval trigger guard, and 26" 
barrel. A ramrod was fixed to the underside of the barrel as well. This 
variation was made from 1850 to 1851. Many top collectors believe this is a 


must-have gun, if they are going to collect early Winchesters.

SECOND MODEL 

The Second Model Jennings was produced adopting the improvements 
made by Horace Smith. This Second Model is a breech-loading repeating 
rifle with an under barrel magazine tube and a 26" barrel. The frame is 
sculptured, unlike the First Model. The ring trigger is still present, but the 
trigger guard was removed as part of the design change. The caliber re- 
mained a .54, and the rifle was fitted with a 25" barrel. The Second Model 


was produced in 1851 and 1852. (This gun has undergone a lot of 
accumulation in the past few years. It is very much in demand.)

THIRD MODEL 
The Third Model represents an attempt by investors to use the remaining 


parts and close out production. The .54 caliber Third Model was a 
muzzleloading rifle with a ramrod mounted under the barrel and a 26-2" 
barrel. The frame was the same as that used on the First Model, but the 


trigger was more of the conventional type. The trigger guard had a bow in 
the middle giving this model a distinctive appearance. This variation was 
produced in 1852 and marks the end of the early conceptual period in 
repeating rifle development. (These guns are very hard to find and are 


undergoing accumulation.)

SMITH 8: WESSON VOLCANIC FIREARMS 


An interesting connection in the evolution of the lever-action repeating 
firearm is found in the production of a small group of pistols and rifles built 
in Norwich, Connecticut, by Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson under the 
firm name of Smith €: Wesson. The company built two types of Volcanic 
pistols. One was a large-frame model with an 8" barrel and chambered in 
.41 caliber. About 500 of these large frames were produced. The other pistol 
was a small-frame version with a 4" barrel chambered in .31 caliber. 
Slightly more of these small-frame pistols were built, about 700, than the 
large-frame version. In both variations the barrel, magazine, and frame were 
blued. Smith & Wesson also produced a lever-action repeating rifle. These 
rifles are exceedingly rare with fewer than 10 having been built. They were 
chambered for the .528 caliber and were fitted with 23" barrels. Because of 
the small number of rifles built, no value is offered. These weapons are 
extremely rare and the advice of an expert should be retained prior to 


purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent years, we have seen an increase in 


weapons that have been “helped,” or are outright frauds. The buyer must 


beware.

VOLCANIC FIREARMS (VOLCANIC REPEATING ARMS 
COMPANY) 


With the incorporation of the Volcanic Repeating Arms Company, a new 
and important individual was introduced who would have an impact on the 
American arms industry for the next 100 years: Oliver F. Winchester. This 
new company introduced the Volcanic pistol using the improvements made 
by Horace Smith and Daniel Wesson. Volcanic firearms are marked on the 
barrel, “THE VOLCANIC REPEATING ARMS CO. PATENT NEW 
HAVEN, CONN. FEB. 14, 1854.” The Volcanic was offered as a .38 caliber 


breechloading tubular magazine repeater with blued barrel and bronze 


frame. These pistols were available in three barrel lengths. These weapons 


are extremely rare and the advice of an expert should be retained prior to 


purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent years, we have seen an increase in 


weapons that have been “helped,” or are outright frauds. The buyer must 


beware.

VOLCANIC FIREARMS (NEW HAVEN ARMS COMPANY) 


In 1857 the New Haven Arms Company was formed to continue the 
production of the former Volcanic Repeating Arms Company. Volcanic 
firearms continued to be built but were now marked on the barrel, “NEW 
HAVEN, CONN. PATENT FEB. 14, 1854.” The Volcanic pistols produced 
by the New Haven Arms Company were built in .30 caliber and used the 
same basic frame as the original Volcanic. These pistols were produced in 
3-45" and 6" barrel lengths. These weapons are extremely rare and the 
advice of an expert should be retained prior to purchasing. Unfortunately, in 
recent years, we have seen an increase in weapons that have been “helped,” 
or are outright frauds. The buyer must beware; even “experts” can be fooled 
by unscrupulous individuals, who have mastered the art of creating

LEVER ACTION CARBINE 


New Haven Arms introduced, for the first time, a Volcanic rifle that 
featured a full-length slotted magazine tube with a spring- activated 
thumbpiece follower that moved along the entire length of the magazine 
tube. These rifles were chambered for a .38 caliber cartridge and were 
offered in three barrel lengths: 16", 20", and 24". These weapons are 
extremely rare and the advice of an expert should be retained prior to 
purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent years, we have seen an increase in 
weapons, which have been “helped,” or are outright frauds. The buyer must 
beware; even “experts” can be fooled by unscrupulous individuals who 
have mastered the art of creating fraudulent guns.

HENRY RIFLE 


With the development of B. Tyler Henry’s improvements in the metallic 
rimfire cartridge and his additional improvements in the Volcanic frame, the 
direct predecessor to the Winchester lever-action repeater was born. The 
new cartridge was the .44 caliber rimfire, and the Henry rifle featured a 24" 
octagon barrel with a tubular magazine holding 15 shells. The rifle had no 
forearm, but was furnished with a walnut buttstock with two styles of 
buttplates: an early rounded heel crescent shape seen on guns produced 
from 1860 to 1862 and the later sharper heel crescent butt found on guns 
built from 1863 to 1866. The early models, produced from 1860 to 1861, 
were fitted with an iron frame, and the later models, built from 1861 to 
1866, were fitted with brass frames. About 14,000 Henry rifles were made 
during the entire production period; only about 300 were iron frame rifles. 
These weapons are extremely rare and the advice of an expert should be 
retained prior to purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent years, we have seen an 
increase in weapons that have been “helped,” or are outright frauds. The 
buyer must beware; even “experts” can be fooled by unscrupulous 
individuals who have mastered the art of creating fraudulent guns. These 


have always been good property, and I believe they will continue to be so.

MARTIALLY INSPECTED HENRY RIFLES 


Beginning in 1863 the Federal Government ordered 1,730 Henry Rifles 
for use in the Civil War. Most of these government- inspected rifles fall into 
serial number range 3000 to 4000 while the balance are close to this serial- 
number range.

WINCHESTER’S IMPROVEMENT CARBINE 


Overall length 43-4" barrel length 24" caliber .44 rimfire. Walnut stock 
with a brass buttplate; the receiver and magazine cover/forend of brass; the 
barrel and magazine tube blued. The magazine loading port is exposed by 
sliding the forend forward. This design was protected by O.F. Winchester’s 
British Patent Number 3285 issued December 19, 1865. Un-marked except 
for internally located serial numbers.

WINCHESTER-LEE STRAIGHT PULL RIFLE 


This rifle was a military firearm that Winchester built for the U.S. Navy 
in 1895. The Navy version was a musket type with a 28" round barrel and 
musket style forearm and plain walnut pistol grip stock. In 1897, 
Winchester offered a commercial musket version for public sale as well as a 
Sporting Rifle. All of these guns were chambered for the 6mm Lee (.236 
Caliber) cartridge. The Sporting Rifle featured a 24" round barrel with plain 
walnut pistol grip stock and finger grooves in the forearm. Built from 1895 
to 1905, Winchester sold about 20,000 Lee rifles; 15,000 were sold to the 
U.S. Navy, 3,000 were sold in the commercial version, and 1,700 were 
Sporting Rifles.

MODEL 1866 


In 1866 the New Haven Arms Company changed its name to the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Company. The first firearm to be built under 
the Winchester name was the Model 1866. This first Winchester was a 
much-improved version of the Henry. A new magazine tube developed by 
Nelson King, Winchester’s plant superintendent, was a vast improvement 
over the slotted magazine tube used on the Henry and its predecessor. The 
old tube allowed dirt to enter through the slots and was weakened because 
of it. King’s patent, assigned to Winchester, featured a solid tube that was 
much stronger and reliable. His patent also dealt with an improved loading 
system for the rifle. The rifle now featured a loading port on the right side 
of the receiver with a spring-loaded cover. The frame continued to be made 
from brass. The Model 1866 was chambered for the .44 caliber Flat Rimfire 
or the .44 caliber Pointed Rimfire. Both cartridges could be used 
interchangeably. These weapons are extremely rare and the advice of an 
expert should be retained prior to purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent 


years, we have seen an increase in weapons, which have been “helped,” or 


are outright frauds. The buyer must beware; even “experts” can be fooled 
by unscrupulous individuals who have mastered the art of creating 


fraudulent guns. 


THESE WEAPONS ARE EXTREMELY rare and the advice of an 


expert should be retained prior to purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent 


years, we have seen an increase in weapons, which have been 


“helped,” or are outright frauds. 


The barrel on the Model 1866 was marked with two different markings. 
The first, which is seen on early guns up to serial number 23000, reads 
“HENRY’S PATENT-OCT. 16, 1860 KING’S PATENT-MARCH 29, 
1866.” The second marking reads, “WINCHESTER’S-REPEATING- 
ARMS.NEW HAVEN, CT. KING’S-IMPROVEMENT-PATENTED 
MARCH 29, 1866 OCTOBER 16, 1860.” There are three basic variations 
of the Model 1866: 


1. Sporting Rifle round or octagon barrel. Approximately 28,000 were 
produced. 


2. Carbine round barrel. Approximately 127,000 were produced. 
3. Musket round barrel. Approximately 14,000 were produced. 


The rifle and musket held 17 cartridges, and the carbine had a capacity 
of 13 cartridges. Unlike the Henry, Model 1866s were fitted with a walnut 
forearm. The Model 1866 was discontinued in 1898 with approximately 
170,000 guns produced. 


The Model 1866 was sold in various special order configurations, such 
as barrels longer or shorter than standard, including engraved guns. The 
prices listed represent only standard-model 1866s. For guns with special- 
order features, an indepen-dent appraisal from an expert is highly 


recommended. 


FIRST MODEL 
This first style has both the Henry and King patent dates stamped on the 


barrel, a flat-loading port cover, and a two-screw upper tang. Perhaps the 

most distinctive feature of the First Model is the rapid drop at the top rear of 
the receiver near the hammer. This is often referred to as the “Henry Drop,” 
a reference to the same receiver drop found on the Henry rifle. First Models 


will be seen up through the 15000 serial number range.

The second style differs from the first most noticeably in its single screw 
upper tang and a flare at the front of the receiver to meet the forearm. The 
Second Model also has a more gradual drop at the rear of the receiver than 
the First Model. The Second Style Model 1866 appears through serial 


number 25000.

THIRD MODEL

MODEL 1873 


This Winchester rifle was one of the most popular lever-actions the 
company ever produced. This is the “Gun that won the West” and with good 
reason. It was chambered for the more powerful centerfire cartridge, the 
.44-40. Compared to the .44 Henry, this cartridge was twice as good. With 
the introduction of the single-action Colt pistol in 1878, chambered for the 
same cartridge, the individual had the convenience of a pistol for protection 
and the accuracy of the Winchester for food and protection. The .44-40 was 
the standard cartridge for the Model 1873. Three additional cartridges were 
offered but were not as popular as the .44. The .38-40 was first offered in 
1879 and the.32-20 was introduced in 1882. In 1884 the Model 1873 was 
offered in .22 caliber rimfire, with a few special order guns built in .22 extra 
long rimfire. Approximately 19,552 .22 caliber Model 1873s were 
produced. These weapons are extremely rare and the advice of an expert 
should be retained prior to purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent years, we 
have seen an increase in weapons that have been “helped,” or are outright 
frauds. The buyer must beware, as even “experts” can be fooled by 
unscrupulous individuals who have mastered the art of creating fraudulent

Early Model 1873s were fitted with an iron receiver until 1884, when a 
steel receiver was introduced. The Model 1873 was offered in three styles: 


1. Sporting Rifle, 24" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. Equipped 
standard with a crescent iron buttplate, straight- grip stock and 


capped forearm. 


2. Carbine, 20" round barrel. Furnished standard with a rounded iron 
buttplate, straight-grip stock, and carbine style forend fastened to the 


barrel with a single barrel band. 


3. Musket, 30" round barrel. Standard musket is furnished with a 
nearly full-length forearm fastened to the barrel with three barrel 


bands. The buttstock has a rounded buttplate. The upper tang was 
marked with the model designation and the serial number was 


stamped on the lower tang. Caliber stampings on the Model 1873 


are found on the bottom of the frame and on the breech end of the 
barrel. Winchester dis-continued the Model 1873 in 1919, after 
producing about 720,000 guns.

The Winchester Model 1873 was offered with a large number of extra- 
cost options that greatly affect the value of the gun. For example, 
Winchester built two sets of special Model 1873s: the 1-of-100 and the 1- 
of-1000. Winchester sold only eight 1-of-100 Model 1873s, and 136 of the 
1-of-1000 guns that were built. In 2006 a few of these special guns were 
sold at auction and brought prices exceeding $240,000. The prices listed 
here are for standard guns only. For Model 1873 with special features, it is 


best to secure an expert appraisal. Model 1873s with case colored receivers 


will bring a premium.

MODEL 1876 


Winchester’s Model 1876, sometimes referred to as the Centennial 
Model, was the company’s response to the public’s demand for a repeater 
rifle capable of handling larger and more potent calibers. Many single-shot 
rifles were available at this time to shoot more powerful cartridges, and 
Winchester redesigned the earlier Model 1873 to answer this need. The 
principal changes made to the Model 1873 were a larger and stronger 
receiver to handle more powerful cartridges. Both the carbine and the 
musket had their forearms extended to cover the full length of the magazine 
tube. The carbine barrel was increased in length from 20" to 22", and the 
musket barrel length was increased from 30 to 32". The Model 1876 was 
the first Winchester to be offered with a pistol-grip stock on its special 
Sporting Rifle. The Model 1876 was available in these calibers: .45-77 
W.C.F., .50-95 Express, .45-60 W.C.F., .40-60 W.C.F. These weapons are 
extremely rare and the advice of an expert should be retained prior to 
purchasing. Unfortunately, in recent years, we have seen an increase in 
weapons that have been “helped,” or are outright frauds. The buyer must 
beware, as even “experts” can be fooled by unscrupulous individuals who 
have mastered the art of creating fraudulent guns. 

The Model 1876 was offered in four different styles: 


1. Sporting Rifle, 28" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. This rifle 
was fitted with a straight-grip stock with crescent iron buttplate. A 


special sporting rifle was offered with a pistol-grip stock. 


2. Express Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel. The same 


sporting rifle stock was used. 


3. Carbine, 22" round barrel with full length forearm secured by one 
barrel band and straight-grip stock. 


4. Musket, 32" round barrel with full-length forearm secured by one 
barrel band and straight-grip stock. 


Stamped on the barrel is the Winchester address with King’s patent date. 
The caliber marking is stamped on the bottom of the receiver near the 
magazine tube and the breech end of the barrel. Winchester also furnished 
the Model 1876 in 1-of-100 and 1-of-1000 special guns. Only 8 1-of-100 
Model 1876s were built and 54 1-of-1000 76s were built. In 2006 a few of 
these special guns were sold at auction and brought prices exceeding 
$250,000. Approximately 64,000 Model 1876s were built by Winchester 
between 1876 and 1897. As with other Winchesters, the prices given are for 


standard guns.

MODEL 1883 OR MORE COMMONLY KNOWN AS THE 
HOTCHKISS BOLT-ACTION RIFLE 


This model is also known as the Hotchkiss Magazine Gun or the Model 
1883. This rifle was designed by Benjamin Hotchkiss in 1876, and 
Winchester acquired the manufacturing rights to the rifle in 1877. In 1879 
the first guns were delivered for sale. The Hotchkiss rifle was a bolt-action 
firearm designed for military and sporting use. It was the first bolt-action 
rifle made by Winchester. The rifle was furnished in .45-70 Government, 
and although the 1884 Winchester catalog lists a .40- 65 Hotchkiss as being 
available, no evidence exists that such a chamber was ever actually 
furnished. The Model 1883 was available in three different styles: 


1. Sporting Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel fitted with 
a rifle-type stock that included a modified pistol grip or straight-grip 
stock. 


2. Carbine, 24" round or 22-45" round barrel with military-style 
straight-grip stock. 


3. Musket, 32" or 28" round barrel with almost full-length military- 
style straight-grip stock. Winchester produced the Model 1883 until 
1899, having built about 85,000 guns.

MODEL 1885 (SINGLE-SHOT) 


I consider this model to be amongst the most beautiful of the earlier 


Winchesters. The Model 1885 marks an important development between 


Winchester and John M. Browning. The Single-Shot rifle was the first of 
many Browning patents that Winchester would purchase and provided the 
company with the opportunity to diversify its firearms line. The Model 
1885 was the first single-shot rifle built by Winchester. The company 
offered more calibers in this model than any other. A total of 45 centerfire 
calibers were offered from the .22 extra long to the 50-110 Express, as well 
as 14 rimfire calibers from .22 B.B. cap to the .44 Flat Henry. Numerous 
barrel lengths, shapes, and weights were available as were stock 
configurations, sights, and finishes. These rifles were also available in solid 
frame and take-down styles. One could almost argue that each of the 
139,725 Model 1885s built is unique. Many collectors of the Winchester 
Single-Shot specialize in nothing else. For this reason it is difficult to 
provide pricing that will cover most of the Model 1885s that the collector 
will encounter. However the prices given here are for standard guns in 
standard configurations. 


The Model 1885 was offered in two basic frame types: 


1. The High Wall was the first frame type produced and is so called 
because the frame covers the breech and hammer except for the 


hammer spur. 


2. The breech and hammer are visible on the Low Wall frame with its 
low sides. This frame type was first introduced around the 5000 
serial number range. 

Both the High Wall and the Low Wall were available in two type frame 
profiles: the Thickside and the Thinside. The Thick-side frame has flat sides 
that do not widen out to meet the stock. The Thickside is more common on 
the low wall rifle and rare on the High Walls. The Thinside frame has 


shallow milled sides that widen out to meet the stock. Thinside frames are 


common on High Wall guns and rare on Low Wall rifles. 


NOTES: 

e The standard High Wall rifle was available with octagon or round 
barrel with length determined by caliber. The butt stock and forearm 
were plain walnut with crescent buttplate and blued frame. 

e The standard Low Wall featured a round or octagon barrel with length 
determined by caliber and a plain walnut stock and forearm with 
crescent buttplate. 

e The High Wall musket most often had a 26" round barrel chambered 
for the .22 caliber cartridge. Larger calibers were available as were 
different barrel lengths. The High Wall Musket featured an almost full 
length forearm fastened to the barrel with a single barrel band and 
rounded buttplate. 

e The Low Wall musket is most often referred to as the Winder Musket 
named after the distinguished marksman, Colonel C.B. Winder. This 
model features a Lyman receiver sight and was made in .22 caliber. 

e The High Wall Schuetzen rifle was designed for serious target shooting 
and was available with numerous extras in-cluding a 30" octagon 
barrel medium weight without rear sight seat; fancy walnut checkered 
pistol grip Schuetzen- style cheekpiece; Schuetzen-style buttplate; 
checkered forearm; double set triggers; spur finger lever, and 
adjustable palm rest. 

e The Low Wall carbine was available in 15", 16", 18", and 20" round 
barrels. The carbine featured a saddle ring on the left side of the frame 


and a rounded buttplate. 


e The Model 1885 was also available in a High Wall shotgun in 20 
gauge with 26" round barrel and straight-grip stock with shotgun style 
rubber buttplate. The Model 1885 was manufactured between 1885 
and 1920 with a total produc-tion of about 140,000 guns. 

This particular model of Winchester has been selling very well, and 


there seems to be, in my opinion, buying pressure on this model. 


NOTE ON CALIBERS: 

As stated above it is difficult to provide pricing on specific rifles, 
especially chamberings, because of the wide range of variables. However, 
the collector may find it useful to know that the most common rimfire 
calibers were the .22 Short, .22 WCF, and .22 Long, in that order, with the 
.22 Long Rifle a distant fourth. The most common centerfire chambers were 
the .32 WCF and the .32-40. Other popular centerfire calibers were the .38- 
55, .25-20, .44 WCF, .32 Long WCF, and the .45-70. There were a number 
of chamberings that are extremely rare. It is strongly recommended that 
research is done prior to purchasing a Model 1885 chambered for one of 


these odd calibers to determine whether it is original.

MODEL 1886 


This model, due to a variety of factors, has become, in the author’s 
opinion, the most popular early Winchester lever action firearm. This is the 
first Winchester lever action firearm for which larger caliber modern 
ammunition is still available. 

Based on a John Browning patent, the Model 1886 was one of the finest 
and strongest lever-actions ever utilized in a Winchester rifle. Winchester 
introduced the Model 1886 in order to take advantage of the more powerful 


centerfire cartridges of the time. These weapons are extremely rare and the 
advice of an expert should be retained prior to purchasing. Unfortunately, in 
recent years, we have seen an increase in weapons that have been “helped,” 
or are outright frauds. The buyer must beware, as even “experts” can be 
fooled by unscrupulous individuals who have mastered the art of creating 
fraudulent guns. 

Model 1886 rifles and carbines were furnished with walnut stocks, case- 
hardened frames, and blued barrels and magazine tubes. In 1901 Winchester 
discontinued the use of case-hardened frames on all its rifles and used blued 
frames instead. For this reason, case-hardened Model 1886 rifles will bring 
a premium. 

Winchester provided a large selection of extra cost options on the Model 
1886, and for rifles with these options, a separate valuation should be made 
by a reliable source. The Model 1886 was produced from 1886 to 1935 with 
about 160,000 in production.

MODEL 1890 


This Appraiser is personally very fond of these weapons, and considers 
their accumulation, when priced correctly, to be almost unavoidable, at least 
for me. 

The Model 1890 was the first slide-action rifle ever produced by 
Winchester. Designed by John and Matthew Browning, this rifle was 
chambered for the .22 Short, Long, and Winchester Rimfire cartridges (the 
WRE cartridge was developed by Winchester specifically for the Model 
1890) but not on an interchangeable basis. In 1919 the .22 LR cartridge was 
offered as well. 

The rifle was a slide-action top ejecting rifle with an 18" underbarrel 
magazine tube. All standard Model 1890s were furnished standard with 
plain walnut straight stocks with crescent buttplate and 12 groove slide 
handle. This rifle was one of the company’s best selling small caliber 
firearms and was in worldwide use. Even though several hundred thousand 
of these Winchesters were manufactured, original model 1890 .22 rifles are 
extremely desirable in the collector’s market - especially case-colored 
examples. They have a special appeal to young and old Winchester lovers 
alike. The Model 1890 came in three separate and distinct variations that 


greatly affects its value: 


1. First Model, solid frame, 24" octagon barrel, case-hardened frame, 
and fixed rear sight. Approximately 15,552 of these First Model 


guns were produced, and their distinctive features are concealed 
locking lugs and solid frame. Serial numbered on the lower tang 
only. Built from 1890 to 1892. 


2. Second Model, takedown, 24" octagon barrel, casehardened frame, 
and adjustable rear sight. Serial numbered from 15553 to 112970 
(on lower tang only) these Second Model guns feature the same 
concealed locking lugs but with the added takedown feature. A 
Deluxe version was offered with fancy walnut checkered straight- or 
pistol-grip stock and grooved slide handle. 

a. Second Model (blued frame variation), same as above but with 
blued frame. Serial numbered from 112971 to 325250 (on lower 
tang until 232328, then also on bottom front end of receiver) these 
blued frame Second Models are much more numerous than the 
casehardened variety. A Deluxe version was offered with fancy 
walnut checkered straight- or pistol- grip stock and grooved slide 
handle. 


3. Third Model, takedown, 24" octagon barrel, blued frame, adjustable 
rear sight. Serial numbered from 325251 to as high as 853000 
(numbered on both the lower tang and bottom front of receiver) the 
distinctive feature of the Third Model is the locking cut made on the 
front top of the receiver to allow the breech bolt to lock externally. 
A Deluxe version was offered with fancy walnut checkered stock, 


straight or pistol grip with grooved slide handle. 


Winchester offered many extra-cost options for this rifle that will greatly 


affect the value. Secure an expert appraisal before proceeding. The Model 


1890 was produced from 1890 to 1932 with approximately 775,000 guns 


sold.

MODEL 1892 
The Model 1892 was an updated successor to the Model 1873 using a 


scaled-down version of the Model 1886 action. The rifle was chambered for 
the popular smaller cartridges of the day, namely the .25-20, .32-20, .38-40, 
.44-40, and the rare .218 Bee. The rifle was available in several different 


configurations: 


1. Sporting Rifle, solid frame or takedown (worth an extra premium of 
about 20 percent), 24" round, octagon, or half- octagon barrel with 
Y, 7, or full magazines. Plain straight-grip walnut stock with 


capped forearm. 


2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, solid frame or takedown (worth 20% 
premium), 24" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel with %, %, or 
full magazine. Checkered walnut pistol-grip stock with checkered 


capped forearm. 


3. Carbine, 20" round barrel, full or half magazine, plain walnut 
straight-grip stock with one barrel band forearm. Carbines were 


offered only with solid frames. 


4. Trapper’s Carbine, 18", 16", 15", or 14" round barrel with the same 
dimensions of standard carbine. Federal law prohibits the possession 
of rifles with barrel lengths shorter than 16". The Model 1892 


Trapper’s Carbine can be exempted from this law as a curio and 


relic with a federal permit providing the gun is original and left the 
factory with the short Trapper barrel. 


5. Musket, 30" round barrel with full magazine. Almost full-length 
forearm held by two barrel bands. Buttstock is plain walnut with 
Straight grip. 


The Model 1892 was built between 1892 and 1932 with slightly more 
than 1 million sold. The Model 1892 carbine continued to be offered for 
sale until 1941. 

NOTE: Antique Winchester Model 1892s (pre-1898 manufacture) will 
bring a premium of 15 percent. In addition, Winchester model 1892s in 38-

MODEL 1894 


Based on a John M. Browning patent, the Model 1894 was the most 
successful centerfire rifle Winchester ever produced. This model was in 
production until 2005, a record of longevity unequalled by any other 
American sporting arm. The values given here reflect those rifles produced 
before 1964, or around serial number 2550000. 

The Model 1894 was the first Winchester developed especially for 
smokeless powder and was chambered for these cartridges: .32-40, .38-55, 
.25-35 Winchester, .30-30 Winchester, and the .32 Winchester Special. The 


rifle was available in several different configurations: 


1. Sporting Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel, in solid 
frame or takedown. Full, % or % magazines were available. Plain 
walnut straight or pistol-grip stock with crescent buttplate and plain 


capped forearm. 


2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 26" round, octagon, or half-octagon barrel, in 
solid frame or takedown. Full, %, or Y, maga-zines were available. 
Fancy walnut checkered straight or pistol-grip stock with crescent 


buttplate and checkered fancy capped forearm. 


3. Extra lightweight Rifle, 22" or 26" round barrel with half magazine. 
Plain walnut straight-grip stock with shotgun butt-plate and plain 


capped forearm. 


4, Carbine, 20" round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock with 
carbine style buttplate. Forearm was plain walnut un-capped with 
one barrel band. Carbines were available with solid frame only. 


Carbines made prior to 1925 were fitted with a saddle ring on the 


left side of receiver and worth a premium over carbines without 
saddle ring. 


5. Trapper’s Carbine, 18", 16", 15", or 14". Buttstock, forearm, and 


saddle ring specifications same as standard carbine. 


All Model 1894s were furnished with blued frames and barrels, although 
case-hardened frames were available as an extra-cost option. Case-colored 
Model 1894s are rare and worth a considerable premium, perhaps as much 
as 1,000%. Guns with extra-cost options should be evaluated by an expert 
to determine proper value. 

Between 1894 and 1963, approximately 2,550,000 Model 1894s were 
sold. 

NOTE: Antique Winchester Model 1894s (pre-1898 manufacture) will 
bring a premium of 10 percent. First year production guns, October 1894 to 
December 1894, documented by the Cody Museum will command a 100% 
premium. Winchester Model 1894s in 25-35 caliber will bring a premium of 
approximately 15%, while the caliber 38-55 will bring a premium of 
approximately 25%. Ammunition is readily available for many of the 


calibers for which this rifle is chambered.

MODEL 1895 


For a myriad of reasons, this model of early Winchester lever action 
rifles, with the exception of weapons chambered in the .405 caliber, .30-06 
caliber, .30-03 caliber, or models with the takedown feature, is the least 
popular of the early Winchester lever action rifles. The Model 1895 was the 
first nondetachable box magazine rifle offered by Winchester. Built on a 
John M. Browning patent, this rifle was introduced by Winchester to meet 
the demand for a rifle that could handle the new high-power, smokeless 
hunting cartridges of the period. 

The Model 1895 was available in these calibers: 


e .30-40 Krag 

e .38-72 Winchester 

e .40-72 Winchester 

e .303 British 

e .35 Winchester 

e .405 Winchester (rare) 
e 7.62 Russian 

e .30-03 (desirable)

The rifle gained fame as a favorite hunting rifle of Theodore Roosevelt. 
Because of its box magazine, the Model 1895 has a distinctive look like no 
other Winchester lever-action rifle. The rifle was available in several 
different configurations: 


1. Sporting Rifle, 28" or 24" (depending on caliber) round barrel, plain 
walnut straight-grip stock with plain forend. The first 5,000 rifles 
were manufactured with flat-sided receivers, and the balance of 
production were built with the receiver sides contoured. After serial- 


number 60000, a takedown version was available. 


2. Fancy Sporting Rifle, 28" round barrel, fancy walnut checkered 
straight-grip stock and fancy walnut checkered fore-arm. Rifles with 
serial numbers below 5000 had flat sided frames. 


3. Carbine, 22" round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock with 
military-style hand guard forend. Some carbines are furnished with 


saddle rings on left side of receiver. 
4. Musket 


o Standard Musket, 28" round, plain walnut straight-grip stock 
with musket style forend with two barrel bands. 

o U.S. Army N.R.A. Musket, 30" round barrel, Model 1901 
Krag-Jorgensen rear sight. Stock similar to the standard 
musket. This musket could be used for “Any Military Arm” 
matches under the rules of the National Rifle Association. 

o N.R.A. Musket, Models 1903 and 1906, 24" round barrel with 
special buttplate. Also eligible for all matches under “Any 


Military Arm” sponsored by the NRA. This musket was fitted 
with the same stock as listed above. 

o U.S. Army Musket, 28" round barrel chambered for the .30-40 
Krag. Came equipped with or without knife bayonet. These 
muskets were furnished to the U.S. Army for use during the 
Spanish-American War and are “US” marked on the receiver. 

o Russian Musket, similar to standard musket but fitted with clip 
guides in the top of the receiver and with bayonet. 
Approximately 294,000 Model 1895 Muskets were sold to the 
Imperial Russian Government between 1915 and 1916. The 
first 15,000 Russian Muskets had 8" knife bayonets, and the 


rest were fitted with 16" bayonets.

This single-shot bolt-action .22 caliber rifle was based on a John M. 
Browning design. It was furnished with an 18" round barrel and chambered 
for the .22 Short and Long interchangeably. The stock was a one-piece plain 
gumwood straight grip without a buttplate.

MODEL 1902 


Also a single-shot, this model was of the same general design as the 
Model 1900 with several improvements: a special shaped metal trigger 
guard was added, a shorter trigger pull, a steel buttplate, a rear peep sight, 
and the barrel was made heavier at the muzzle. The rifle was chambered for 


the .22 Short and Long cartridges until 1914 when the .22 Extra Long was 
added. In 1927 the .22 Extra Long was dropped in favor of the more 
popular .22 LR. All of these cartridges were interchangeable. The stock was 
a one-piece plain gumwood with straight grip (the metal trigger guard 
added a pistol grip feel) and steel buttplate, which was changed to 
composition in 1907.

MODEL 1903 


The first semi-automatic rifle produced by Winchester was designed by 
T. C. Johnson. This rifle was offered in a takedown version only and was 
available in a 20" round barrel chambered for the .22 Winchester Automatic 
Rimfire. This ammunition is produced on an irregular basis by a few 


specialty manufacturers and tends to be expensive. The tubular magazine is 


located in the buttstock and holds 10 cartridges. The rifle was available in 


two different configurations: 


1. Standard Rifle, 20" round barrel, plain walnut straight-grip stock 
with plain forend. Steel crescent butt was standard. 


2. Deluxe Rifle, 20" round barrel, fancy checkered walnut pistol-grip 
stock with checkered forearm. Manufactured from 1903 to 1932, 
about 126,000 were sold.

MODEL 1905 


The Model 1905 was a larger version of the Model 1903, developed by 
T.C. Johnson to handle the more powerful centerfire cartridges. It was 
chambered for the .32 Winchester Self Loading (WSL) and .35 Winchester 
Self Loading cartridges, loaded by means of a detachable box magazine. 


Available in takedown only, this model was offered in two different styles: 


1. Sporting Rifle, 22" round barrel, plain walnut straight grip (changed

MODEL 1906 


In 1906 Winchester decided to offer a lower-cost version of the Model 
1890. The Model 1906 used the same receiver but was fitted with a 20" 
round barrel and plain gumwood straight-grip stock. When the Model 1906 
was first introduced, it sold for two-thirds of the price of the Model 1890. 

For the first two years the gun was chambered for the .22 Short cartridge 
only. In 1908 the rifle was modified to shoot .22 Short, Long, and LR 
cartridges interchangeably. This modification ensured the Model 1906’s 
success, and between 1906 and 1932 about 800,000 were sold. All Model 
1906s were of the takedown variety. 

An interesting fact about this weapon is that 1906 Winchesters are rarely 
found in excellent condition, partly because, for some reason, the blue 
finish slips/flakes away easily. The Model 1906 is available in three 


important variations: 


1. .22 Short Only, 20" round barrel, straight-grip gumwood stock and 
smooth slide handle. These were built from serial number 1 to 
around 113000. 


2. Standard Model 1906, 20" round barrel, straight-grip gumwood 
stock with 12 groove slide handle. Serial numbered from 113000 to 


852000. 


3. Model 1906 Expert, 20" round barrel, pistol-grip gumwood stock 


with fluted smooth slide handle. Expert was available from 1918 to 


1924 and was offered in three different finishes regular blued finish, 


half nickel (receiver, guard, and bolt), and full nickel (receiver, 


guard, bolt, and barrel nickeled). These weapons are extremely rare 


and the advice of an expert should be retained prior to purchasing. 


Unfortunately, in recent years, we have seen an increase in weapons 


which have been “helped,” or are outright frauds. The buyer must 


beware, as even “experts” can be fooled by unscrupulous 


individuals who have mastered the art of creating fraudulent guns.

given its condition, because better condition guns are easily available.)

The 
takedown variation has an overall length of 42-41", barrel length 22" and 
was made in .27, .30-06 and .35 Newton calibers. The solid frame version is 
identical in form, dimensions and calibers. Sight configurations and 


markings vary. Too rare to price.

Editor’s Comment: According to Winchester factory records, Model 52 
barrels were “originally drilled and tapped for Winchester telescope bases 
designed for use with the Winchester 3A, 5A, and Lyman telescopes.” 
These bases had a 6.2" center-to-center spacing ... a change in the bases and 
the spacing to be used was authorized on January 11, 1933. These new 
bases had a specially shaped Fecker-type notch added on the right-hand side 
of both bases. They are known as Winchester Combination Telescope Sight 
Bases and are satisfactory for use with Winchester, Lyman, Fecker, and 
Unertl telescopes. Bases are spaced 7.2" center to center. All Model 52 
targets were factory drilled for scope mounting but only the “C” series 
Sporters were factory drilled for scopes. 

One of the finest small-caliber bolt-action rifles ever built, the Model 52 
was Winchester’s answer to the increased demand for a military-style target 
rifle following WWI. The Model 52 was a well-made quality-built bolt- 
action rifle. The rifle was chambered for the .22 LR cartridge. Designed by 
T.C. Johnson, this rifle was built in several different configurations over its 


production life: 


. Model 52 with finger groove in forend and one barrel band. 
Produced from 1920 to 1929. 


. Model 52 Target Rifle, same as above but without finger groove in 
forend and has first speed lock. Made from 1929 to 1932. 


. Model 52A Target Rifle, same as above with addition of reinforced 
receiver and locking lug. Made from 1932 to 1935. 


. Model 52B Target Rifle, same as above with addition of adjustable 
sling swivel and single-shot adaptor. Made from 1935 to 1947. 


. Model 52C Target Rifle, same as above with addition of an easily 
adjustable vibration-free trigger mechanism. Made from 1947 to 
1961. 


. Model 52D Target Rifle, this is a single-shot rifle with free-floating 


barrel and new design stock with adjustable hand-stop channel. 


. Model 52 Bull Gun, same as target rifle but fitted with extra 
heavyweight barrel. Made from 1939 to 1960. The Bull Barrel 
measures 1.125" at the receiver juncture while the heavyweight 


measures 1". Both barrels measure .875" at the muzzle. 


. Model 52 International Match, a free-style stock with thumb hole 
and adjustable buttstock and forend introduced in 1969. 
International Prone model with no thumb hole or adjustable 
buttplate and forend was introduced in 1975. Both discontinued in 
1980. 


9. Model 52 Sporter, 24" round barrel, select walnut checkered pistol- 
grip stock with cheekpiece and forend with black plastic tip. Pistol 
grip was furnished with hard-rubber grip cap. The Model 52 Sporter 
was introduced in 1934 and discontinued in 1958. It went through 
the same improvements as the Target Rifle, thus the designation 
Model 52A Sporter, etc.

The Model 54 was to centerfire cartridges what the Model 52 was to 
rimfire cartridges. The Model 54 was also a quality-made bolt-action rifle 
with a nondetachable box magazine and was chambered for a variety of 
calibers: .270, .30-06, .30- 30, 7mm, 7.65, 9.mm, .250-3000, .22 Hornet, 
.220 Swift, and .257 Roberts. This was Winchester’s first bolt-action rifle 
built for heavy, high velocity ammunition. The rifle was available in several 
different styles:

MODEL 61 


These particular weapons are extremely popular with collectors. 
Winchester developed the Model 61 in an attempt to keep pace with its 
competitors’ hammerless .22 rifles. The Model 61 featured a 24" round or 
octagonal barrel and could be ordered by the customer in a variety of 
configurations, and is often considered to be the best hammerless pump 22 
rifle ever manufactured. Collector interest in this rifle is high because of its 
quality and the fairly large number of variations. The Model 61 is often 
considered a companion to the Winchester Model 12 and Model 42 
shotguns.The following is a list of chamber and barrel variations found in 
this model:

MODEL 62 AND 62A 


When the Model 1890 and Model 1906 were dropped from the 
Winchester product line in 1932, the company introduced the Model 62 to 
take their place. An updated version of the earlier slide-action .22 rifles, the 
Model 62 was fitted with a 23" round barrel and was capable of shooting 
.22 Short, Long, and LR cartridges interchangeably. Winchester offered a 
Gallery version of the Model 62 that was chambered for .22 Short only. 
Some of these Gallery guns have “Winchester” stamped on the left side of 
the receiver. Winchester Model 62 Gallery rifles have a triangular loading 
port on the loading tube that the standard models did not have. A change in 
the breech bolt mechanism brought about a change in the name designation 
from Model 62 to Model 62A. This occurred around serial number 98000. 
The letter “A” now appears behind the serial number. This model stayed in 
production until 1958, and collectors will concede a premium for guns built 
prior to WWII with small slide handles. The stock was of plain walnut with 
straight grip and grooved slide handle. Both the receiver and barrel were 
blued. All Model 62 and 62As were takedown. Approximately 409,000

The Model 63 took the place of the Model 1903 in 1933 in an attempt by 


Winchester to solve the problem of having to use a special .22 caliber 
cartridge in the gun to operate the blowback system. It is a very high quality 
semi-automatic rifle. Many collectors and shooters considered it the best 
rimfire semi-automatic rifle ever produced. The Model 63 was chambered 
for the .22 LR cartridge and was available in a 20" barrel for the first four 
years or until about serial number 9800. Thereafter, the model was offered 
with a 23" round barrel for the remainder of the production period. The gun 
was fitted with a plain walnut pistol-grip stock and forearm. The tubular 
magazine was located in the buttstock that came with a steel buttplate. The 
last 10,000 Model 63s were sold with a grooved receiver top to make the 
addition of a scope easier. Manufactured between 1933 and 1958, about 
175,000 guns were sold.

Considered by many as the finest bolt-action rifle ever built in the 
United States, the pre-1964 Model 70 is highly sought after by shooters and 
collectors alike. Its smooth, strong action has no peer. It is often referred to 
as “The Riflemen’s Rifle.” The Model 70 is an updated and improved 
version of the Model 54 and features a hinged floorplate, new speed locks, 
new Safety design that does not interfere with telescope, manually 
releasable bolt stop, more attractive buttstock and forend, and forged steel 
trigger guard. Like many Winchesters, the Model 70 was available with 
several extra-cost options that should be evaluated by an expert. The values

Winchester, or U.S. Repeating Arms, closed its doors in New Haven, 


Connecticut effective March 31, 2006. Collectors and dealers alike have 


already started to accumulate recently manufactured examples of these 


rifles.

Editor’s Note: Due to semantic and rhetorical considerations, organizing 
this book into sections of shotguns and rifles is not perfectly 
straightforward. For example, the Winchester Model 1885 single-shot rifle 
had a shotgun variation in 20 gauge. Is that a rifle, a shotgun, or something 
in between? Nevertheless, we have done our best to present the following 


information in a manner most helpful to the reader. 


BREECH-LOADING DOUBLE-BARREL SHOTGUN 


Winchester imported an English-made shotgun sold under the 
Winchester name between 1879 and 1884. The gun was available in 10 and 


12 gauge with 30" or 32" Damascus barrels. It was sold in five separate 
grades referred to as “classes.” The lowest grade was the “D” and the best 
grade was called the “Match Grade.” These were marked on the sidelocks. 
The center rib was stamped “Winchester Repeating Arms Co., New Haven, 
Connecticut, U.S.A.” About 10,000 of these guns were imported by 


Winchester.

Winchester enjoyed a great deal of success with its imported English 
shotgun, and the company decided to manufacture a shotgun of its own. In 
1885 it purchased the patent for a lever-action shotgun designed by John 
Browning. By 1887 Winchester had delivered the first model 1887 in 12 
gauge and shortly after offered the gun in 10 gauge. Both gauges were 


offered with 30" or 32" Full choked barrels, with the 30" standard on the 12 
gauge and 32" standard on the 10 gauge. A Riot Gun was offered in 1898 
both in 10, and 12 gauge with 20" barrels choked cylinder. Both variations 
of the Model 1887 were offered with plain walnut pistol-grip stocks with 
plain forend. The frame was case hardened and the barrel blued. Between 
1887 and 1901 Winchester sold approximately 65,000 Model 1887 
shotguns.

This was the first slide-action repeating shotgun built by Winchester. It 
featured an exposed hammer and side ejection. Based on a John M. 
Browning patent, this model was not altogether satisfactory. The action 
proved to be too weak to handle smokeless loads, even though the gun was 
designed for black powder. The gun was offered in 12 gauge with 30" or 
32" barrels choked Full. Other chokes were available on special order and 
will command a premium. The stock was plain walnut with a modified 
pistol grip, grooved slide handle, and hard rubber buttplate.

This model was designed by T.C. Johnson and was the first slide-action 
hammerless shotgun built by Winchester. The Model 12 has enjoyed great 
success in its 51-year history, and over 1,900,000 were sold. This was a 
high quality, well-made shotgun that is still in use in the hunting and 
shooting fields across the country. All Model 12s were of the takedown 
variety. The Model 12 was dropped from regular product line in 1963, but a 
special model was produced in the Custom Shop until 1979. In 1972 
Winchester resurrected the Model 12 in its regular production line in 12 
gauge only and ventilated rib. This reintroduced Model 12 was dropped in 
1980. The prices listed are for guns made prior to 1964 or for guns with 
serial numbers below 1968307. This shotgun was offered in several 


different styles: 


1. Standard Grade, 12, 16, 20, and 28 gauge, with plain, solid rib, or 
vent rib round barrels of standard lengths (26", 28", 30", 32"), plain 


walnut pistol-grip stock with grooved slide handle. Built from 1912 
to 1963. 


. Featherweight, same as above with lightweight alloy trigger guard. 
Built between 1959 and 1962. 


. Riot Gun, in 12 gauge only with 20" round choked cylinder, stock 
same as Standard Grade.

MODEL 20 


In order to utilize the expanded production facilities left over from 
WWI, Winchester introduced a series of three different models of single- 
shot shotguns; the Model 20 was the first of the three. This model has a 
visible hammer and a top lever frame. It was the first Winchester to have 
this type of breakdown action. It was chambered for the .410, 2-4" shell. 
The barrel is 26" round choked full, plain walnut pistol-grip stock with hard 
rubber buttplate. The forend has a small lip on the front end. The Model 20 
was dropped from the product line in 1924 having sold about 24,000 guns.

MODEL 21 


The Model 21 was Winchester’s finest effort with regard to quality, 
reliability, and strength. Developed in the late 1920s the introduction of this 
fine side-by-side shotgun was delayed by the company’s financial troubles. 
When Winchester was purchased by the Olin family, the Model 21 was 
assured the attention it richly deserved due to John M. Olin’s love for the 
gun. Despite the Model 21 being offered as a production gun it was, in fact, 
a hand-built custom-made shotgun. Almost each Model 21 built has a 
personality of its own because each shotgun is slightly different with regard 
to chokes, barrel lengths, stock dimensions, and embellishments. The gun 
was introduced in 1931. From 1931 to 1959 the Model 21 was considered a 
production line gun and about 30,000 were sold. In 1960, when the Custom 


Shop was opened, the Model 21 was built there using the same procedures. 
Sales during the Custom Shop era were about 1,000 guns. Winchester 
changed the name of some of the Model 21 styles but the production 
methods stayed the same. In 1981 Winchester sold its firearms division to 
U.S. Repeating Arms Company including the right to build the Model 21. 
Again the production procedures stayed the same as did many of the former 
employees. U.S. Repeating Arms expanded and changed some of the style 
designations for the Model 21. Production was discontinued in about 1991. 
No sales figures are available for this time period. Collectors and shooters 
will be given the price breakdown for all three eras of production 
separately. 

NOTE: There were eight 28 gauge Model 21s built during this period 
and five .410 bores built. These guns obviously command a large premium. 


Factory letters are available on these guns.

7. Custom Built/Deluxe Grade, chambered for 12, 16, 20, 28, and .410, 
barrel lengths from 26" to 32", stock built to customer’s 
specifications using fancy walnut. Marked “CUSTOM BUILT” on 
top of rib or “DELUXE” on trigger plate. These grades are 
frequently but not always engraved. Built from 1933 to 1959. 


NOTE: Some early Model 21s were furnished with double triggers, 
extractors, and splinter forends. This combination reduces the price of the 
gun regardless of grade. Deduct about 25 percent. 

Model 21 guns that are in poor condition, and often those that are in fair 
condition, have often been “Shot Loose,” that means they are sometimes 
unsafe to shoot, because they do not close, lock up, securely and properly. 
These weapons should, as should all used weapons, be properly checked by 


gunsmith.

When Winchester moved the production of the Model 21 into the 
Custom Shop, the number of styles was greatly reduced. There were now 


three distinct styles: 


1. Custom Grade, chambered in 12, 16, 20, 28 gauge, and .410 bore in 
barrel lengths from 26" to 32". Matted rib, fancy walnut checkered 
pistol- or straight-grip stock with checkered forend. Guns with pistol 
grips furnished with steel grip cap. A small amount of scroll 


engraving was provided on the frame of this grade. 


2. Pigeon Grade, same chambers and barrel lengths as above with the 
addition of choice of matted or ventilated rib, leather-covered recoil

In addition, there were a few guns engraved on 
special order to the customer’s request. Engraved guns are extremely rare, 
and the value added will vary with the rarity of the gauge and the date of 
manufacture. The following table represents the value added for various

(1960-1982) and “Pre-Custom Shop” (1932-1959) periods. However, it is 
advisable to seek the opinion of an authoritative collector or qualified

When U.S. Repeating Arms Company took over the production of the 
Model 21, the Pigeon Grade was dropped from the line. The Grand 
American Grade was retained with all the features of its predecessor but 
with the addition of a small-bore set featuring a 28 gauge and .410 bore set 


of barrels. Two new grades were introduced in 1983: the Standard Custom 


Grade and the Special Custom Built. In addition to these grades, the factory 


would undertake to build for its customers whatever was desired. Due to the 


unique nature of these guns, it is advised that an expert appraisal be sought 


to establish a value. While the changeover from Winchester to U.S. 


Repeating Arms was a transfer of business assets and the craftsmen and 


personnel remained the same, collectors are reluctant to assign the same 


values to U.S. Repeating Arms Model 21s as those produced by Winchester. 


No official production figures are available for U.S.R.A. Model 21s, but the 


number is most likely small; perhaps around 200 guns.

This was the third of the low-priced single-shot shotguns to be 
announced in 1920. Like the Model 36, the Model 41 was a bolt-action 
arrangement but of much stronger construction and design. It features a 24" 
round barrel, chambered for the .410 2-4" shell, plain walnut pistol-grip 
stock and forend. Straight-grip stock was furnished at no extra charge. This 
model was not serial numbered. It was discontinued in 1934 having sold 
about 22,000 guns.

MODEL 42 


This was the first slide-action shotgun ever developed exclusively for 
the .410 bore. Invented by William Roemer, the Model 42 was in effect, at 
least in outward appearance, a miniature Model 12. This shotgun was a 
quality-built, fast-handling, racy looking shotgun that many refer to as 


“Everybody’s Sweetheart.” The Model 42 was the first American .410 bore 
chambered for the new 3" shell as well as the 2.5" shell. The Model 42 was 
offered in several different configurations throughout its production. These 


configurations will greatly influence value: 


1. Standard Grade, 26" or 28" plain or solid rib barrel, plain walnut 
pistol-grip stock with grooved slide handle, fitted with composition 
buttplate. A straight grip was offered on the Standard Grade on a 


special order basis, but it is extremely rare. Built from 1933 to 1963. 


2. Skeet Grade, 26" or 28" plain, solid rib, or ventilated rib barrel, 
select walnut checkered pistol or straight-grip stock with checkered 
extension slide handle. The Skeet Grade was offered in Full, 
Modified, Improved Cylinder, Cylinder as well as Skeet chokes. 
Built from 1933 to 1963. 


3. Trap Grade, 26" or 28" plain or solid rib barrel, fancy walnut special 
checkered pistol or straight-grip stock with special checkered 
extension slide handle. The Trap Grade checkering pattern has one 
closed diamond on each side of the pistol grip or, in the case of the 
straight grip, the diamond is located on the underside of the grip. 
The extension slide handle has two uncut diamonds on each side. 
Most were stamped “TRAP” on the bottom of the receiver under the 
serial number. Built from 1934 to 1939. 


4. Deluxe Grade, a continuation of the Trap Grade, available with 
ventilated rib in 1954. Some early models stamped “DELUXE” on 
bottom of receiver. This stamping is seldom seen and was probably 
discontinued around 1949. Built from 1940 to 1963. 


5. Pigeon Grade, same as above Deluxe Grade but engraved with a 
pigeon on the lower magazine tube. Very few of this grade were 
built by Winchester, and the majority were done in the late 1940s. 
Authentic Pigeon Grade 42s appear to have been built between 1945 
and 1949. Some estimate that less than 50 were produced. this is a 


rare Model 42. Seek an expert opinion before a sale. 


NOTE: Engraved Model 42s will occasionally be seen. Collectors are 
urged to seek expert advice on these rare and expensive guns. The Model 42 
was produced from 1933 to 1963. About 164,000 were sold. Factory service 


and repair for this model were discontinued in February of 1972.

Extra Barrels: Winchester offered extra interchangeable barrels for its 
Model 42s at the customer’s request beginning in 1934. These extra sets of 
barrels are a rare option. Both barrels should have the same barrel markings 
and matching serial numbers before originality can be considered. Values 
are difficult to determine, but as a general rule add 60 percent to the price of 
a Model 42 if it has a factory-original extra barrel. 

Editor’s Comment: Contrary to traditional views, Winchester did install 
factory ventilated ribs on its Model 42. Former employees and factory 
drawings substantiate this fact. However, the subject of what is a factory rib 
and what is not has been covered in great detail in an excellent book on the 
Model 42. Seek expert advice before selling or purchasing any Model 42 
with a ventilated rib.

WINCHESTER 
COMMEMORATIVES 


NOTE: ONCE A COMMEMORATIVE Winchester is fired, in my 


opinion, the price it will bring drops by it least 33%, and if the weapon 


shows any signs of use, the price it will bring drops to at least 50%. 


Since the early 1960s, Winchester has produced a number of special Model 
1894 rifles and carbines that commemorated certain historic events, places, 
or individuals. In some cases they are slightly embellished and in others are 
quite ornate. The general liquidity of these commemoratives has not been as 
good as would be expected. In some cases they were produced in excessive 
amounts and could not, in all honesty, be considered limited-production 
items. In any case, in my opinion one should purchase weapons of this 
nature for their enjoyment factor as the investment potential is not sufficient 
reason for their purchase. As with all commemoratives, in order to realize 
the collector potential they must be NIB with all supplied materials 
including, in the case of Winchester, the colorful outer sleeve that encased 
the factory carton. If a Winchester commemorative rifle has been cocked 
leaving a line on the hammer or the lever, many collectors will show little 
or no interest in its acquisition. If they have been fired, they will realize 


little premium over a standard, Post-1964 Model 94. A number of 


commemoratives have been ordered by outside concerns and are technically 
not factory issues. Most have less collectibility than the factory-issued 
models. There are a number of businesses that specialize in marketing the 
total range of Winchester commemorative rifles. Listed are the factory-issue 
commemoratives with their current pricing, their issue price, and the 
number manufactured.

SECTION X 


GOVERNMENT 
PURCHASED 


WINCHESTERS 


The U.S. government purchased many different Winchester rifles over the 
years for a wide variety of purposes. During World War One, the Model 
1894 carbine was purchased by the government as well as small numbers of 
the Model 1907 and the Model 1910 self loading rifles. There is evidence 
that the U.S. Coast Guard purchased several thousand Model 1906 .22 
caliber rifles for use during World War One. The Model 52 bolt action rifle 
was first designed by Winchester in hopes of a government contract as a 
military training rifle, but the end of World War I precluded that goal. 
During World War Two, the U.S. government purchased the Winchester 
Model 74 .22 caliber rifles from 1941 to 1943. It is possible that many 
Winchester rifles were purchased by the U.S. military for assorted purposes 
from guard duty to pest control. Many of these rifles will be martially 
marked and their value has increased over the standard civilian rifle. 

Bibliographic Note: For more historical information, technical data, 
and photos see Bruce Canfield’s A Collector’s Guide to Winchesters in the 
Service. Also Thomas Henshaw, The History of Winchester Firearms,

NOTE: most of these martially marked Winchester rifles should not be 
purchased, unless you are very expert in determining originality, without 
consulting a qualified individual. I see many fraudulent examples of 
martially marked Winchesters. 


MARTIALLY INSPECTED HENRY RIFLES 
Beginning in 1863 the Federal Government ordered 1,730 Henry Rifles 


for use in the Civil War. Most of these government- inspected rifles fall into 
serial number range 3000 to 4000 while the balance are close to this serial- 
number range. They are marked “C.G.C.” for Charles G. Chapman, the 
government inspector. These Henry rifles were used under actual combat 
conditions and for that reason it is doubtful that there are any rifles that 
would fall into the excellent condition category. Therefore no price is given. 
NOTE: There are many counterfeit examples of these rifles. It is 
strongly advised that an expert in this field be consulted prior to a purchase.

MODEL 1866 


In 1866 the New Haven Arms Company changed its name to the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Company. The first firearm to be built under 
the Winchester name was the Model 1866. This first Winchester was a 


much-improved version of the Henry. A new magazine tube developed by 


Nelson King, Winchester’s plant superintendent, was a vast improvement 
over the slotted magazine tube used on the Henry and its predecessor. The 
old tube allowed dirt to enter through the slots and was weakened because 
of it. King’s patent, assigned to Winchester, featured a solid tube that was 
much stronger and reliable. His patent also dealt with an improved loading 
system for the rifle. The rifle now featured a loading port on the right side 
of the receiver with a spring-loaded cover. The frame continued to be made 
from brass. The Model 1866 was chambered for the .44 caliber Flat Rimfire 
or the .44 caliber Pointed Rimfire. Both cartridges could be used 
interchangeably. 

The barrel on the Model 1866 was marked with two different markings. 
The first, which is seen on early guns up to serial number 23000, reads 
“HENRY’S PATENT-OCT. 16, 1860 KING’S PATENT-MARCH 29, 
1866.” The second marking reads, “WINCHESTER’S-REPEATING- 
ARMS.NEW HAVEN, CT. KING’S-IMPROVEMENT-PATENTED 
MARCH 29, 1866 OCTOBER 16, 1860.” There are three basic variations 
of the Model 1866: 


1. Sporting Rifle round or octagon barrel. Approximately 28,000 were 
produced. 


2. Carbine round barrel. Approximately 127,000 were produced. 
3. Musket round barrel. Approximately 14,000 were produced. 


The rifle and musket held 17 cartridges, and the carbine had a capacity 
of 13 cartridges. Unlike the Henry, Model 1866s were fitted with a walnut 
forearm. The Model 1866 was discontinued in 1898 with approximately 
170,000 guns produced. The Model 1866 was sold in various special order 


configurations, such as barrels longer or shorter than standard, including 


engraved guns. The prices listed below represent only standard model 
1866s. For guns with special-order features, an in-dependent appraisal from 
an expert is highly recommended. 

NOTE: The Model 1866 Musket was not adopted by the U.S. military. It 
was sold to Mexico and Prussia. A large order of 46,000 muskets was 
delivered to the Turkish governemnt in 1870 and 1871. A few muskets, 


about 3,000, were sold to France. 


THIRD MODEL 
The third style’s most noticeable characteristic is the more moderately 


curved receiver shape at the rear of the frame. The serial number is now 
stamped in block numerals behind the trigger, thus allowing the numbers to 
be seen for the first time without removing the stock. The barrel marking is 
stamped with the Winchester address. The Third Model is found between 
serial numbers 25000 and 149000. For the first time, a musket version was 


produced in this serial-number range.

WINCHESTER HOTCHKISS BOLT ACTION RIFLE 


This model is also known as the Hotchkiss Magazine Gun or the Model 
1883. This rifle was designed by Benjamin Hotchkiss in 1876, and 
Winchester acquired the manufacturing rights to the rifle in 1877. In 1879, 


the first guns were delivered for sale. The Hotchkiss rifle was a bolt-action 
firearm designed for military and sporting use. It was the first bolt-action 
rifle made by Winchester. The rifle was furnished in .45-70 Government, 
and although the 1884 Winchester catalog lists a .40-65 Hotchkiss as being 
available, no evidence exists that such a chamber was ever actually 


furnished. Two different types of military configurations will be seen: 


1. Carbine, 24" round or 22-12" round barrel with military style straight 
grip stock. Chambered for the 45-55 cartridge. 


2. Musket, 32" or 28" round barrel with almost full length military- 
style straight grip stock. Winchester produced the Model 1883 until 
1899, having built about 85,000 guns. Chambered for the 45-70 


cartridge. 


NOTE: There are only a few collectors specializing in this model of US 
marked Winchester rifles, I believe this is because some of the variation are 
so very rare that a person can go for a very long time without encountering 
one of them, even if you let it be known that you are looking for them. This 
means that the demand for some of the more rare variations, models, is not 


as extreme as for some other martially marked Winchesters.

WINCHESTER-LEE STRAIGHT PULL RIFLE 


This rifle was a military firearm that Winchester built for the U.S. Navy 
in 1895. The Navy version was a musket type with a 28" round barrel and 
musket style forearm and plain walnut pistol grip stock. In 1897, 
Winchester offered a commercial musket version for public sale as well as a 
sporting rifle. All of these guns were chambered for the 6mm Lee (.236 
Caliber) cartridge. The sporting rifle featured a 24" round barrel with plain 
walnut pistol grip stock and finger grooves in the forearm. Built from 1895 
to 1905, Winchester sold about 20,000 Lee rifles; 15,000 were sold to the 
U.S. Navy, 3,000 were sold in the commercial version, and 1,700 were 
Sporting Rifles.

MODEL 1917 (P17) 


In 1917, when the United States entered WWI, there was a rifle 
shortage. There were production facilities set up for the British pattern 1914 
rifle. This “Enfield” rifle was redesigned to accept the .30-06 cartridge and 
was pressed into service as the U.S. rifle Model 1917. This rifle appears 
similar to the British pattern 1914 rifle. In fact, they are so similar that in 
WWII, when over a million were sold to Britain for use by their Home 
Guard, it was necessary to paint a 2" stripe around the butt so that the 
caliber was immediately known. The barrel length is 26", and it has a 6- 
round integral box magazine. The finish is matte-blue, with a walnut stock. 
Towards the end of production Parkerized parts were added. The breech is 
marked “U.S. Model 1917.” This was a robust and heavy-duty rifle, and 
many are used in the manufacture of large-bore custom rifles to this day. 
There were approximately 2,200,000 manufactured by Remington, 
Winchester, and Eddystone between 1917 and 1918. The majority were 
produced at Eddystone, Pennsylvania. 

During World War II all parts were parkerized, and barrels were supplied 
by the Johnson Automatics Company.

Based on the famous M1 Garand design this select fire rifle is 
chambered for the 7.62x51mm cartridge. It has a 21.8" barrel and a 20- 
round magazine. It weighs approximately 11.2 lbs. Rate of fire is about 750 
rounds per minute. Marked “us rifle 7.62mm m14" on the rear top of the 
receiver. Production began in 1957 and ceased in 1963. Produced by 
Harrington & Ri-chardson (537,512 total production) stamped “HRA,” 
Springfield (167,172 total production) stamped “SA,” Winchester (356,510 
total production) stamped “66118” or “OM,” and TRW (319,163 total 
production) stamped “TRW.” The M14E2 version is a light machine gun 
variant with bipod, folding forward hand grip, and muzzle compensator.

Adopted in 1936, the M1 remained the standard issue rifle of the United 
States until it was replaced by the M14 in 1957. It was designed by John C. 
Garand, who worked for Springfield Armory from 1919 until his retirement 
in 1953. During this time, Garand concentrated his efforts on the 
development of a semiautomatic shoulder weapon for general issue to the 
U.S. armed forces. The M14 rifle, the replacement for the M1, was a 
compilation of his design work as well. 

With the exceptions noted, all values given are for rifles which are in 
original, as produced condition. Development of the M1 was an ongoing 
project until it was replaced, as Garand never finished perfecting his basic 
design. Over 5,400,000 M1 rifles were built, with the majority of them 
going through a rebuilding process at least once during their service life. 
During rebuilding, rifles were inspected and unserviceable parts replaced. 
Parts used for replacement were usually of the latest revision available or 
what was on hand. 

Major assemblies and parts were marked with a government drawing 
size/part number. This number is often followed with the revision number 
(see photo above). Barrels were marked, with the exception of early 
Springfield Armory and all Win-chester production, with the month and 
year of manufacture. It must be remembered that this date only refers to 
when the barrel was produced, and has nothing to do with when the receiver 
was produced or the rifle was assembled. This barrel date on “original as 
produced” rifles should be from 0 to 3 months, before the receiver was 


produced. 


Restored rifles, defined as ones with parts added or replaced, to more 
closely match what they might have been originally, are worth less money 
than “original as produced” rifles. This difference should be on the order of 
30-40 percent of the values shown, and is due to the low number of rifles of 
this type. When in doubt, get an appraisal. To tell what parts should be 
correct, study chapters 5 & 6 of “The M1 Garand: WWII” and chapters 7 & 
8 of “The M1 Garand: Post WWII” by Scott A. Duff. 


REBUILT RIFLE, ANY MANUFACTURE 


Value shown is for rifles with a majority of its parts mixed/replaced. 
Depending on the type of rebuilding that a rifle went through, rifles could 
be completely disassembled with no attempt to put parts together for the 
same rifle. Valued mainly for shooting merits. Bore condition, gauging and 


overall appearance are important factors.

WINCHESTER PRODUCTION 


Winchester produced around 513,000 M1 rifles during WWII. Their first 
contract was an educational order in 1939. This contract was for 500 rifles 
and the gauges and fixtures to produce the rifles. Winchester’s second 
contract was awarded during 1939 for up to 65,000 rifles. Winchester M1’s 
are typified by noticeable machine marks on their parts, and did not have 


the higher grade finish that is found on Springfield Armory production. 


Watch for fake barrels, and barrels marked “Winchester” which were 
produced in the 1960s as replacement barrels.

BROWNING M2/M2HB .50 


This is an air-cooled .50 caliber machine first produced in 1933. It has a 
44.5" barrel and weighs about 84 lbs. Its rate of fire is 500 rounds per 
minute. It is belt fed. Marked “browning machine gun cal 50 m2" on the left 
side of the receiver. Approximately three million were produced. The gun 
was produced by Colt, FN, Ramo, Saco, and Winchester. 

It is one of the most widely used and successful heavy machines ever 
produced. Besides being utilized as an aircraft, ground and vehicle weapon, 
the M2 is also used as an antiaircraft gun in single, twin, and four-barrel 
configurations. The M2 was additionally configured as a water-cooled gun 
for sustained fire. The commercial designation for this model was the MG 
52A. Widely used throughout the world and is still in use today and still in 
production in the UK, USA, and Belgium. 

The .50-caliber cartridge was first adopted in 1923 after extensive 
research by John M. Browning, Winchester, and Colt. The cartridge, like 


many with military applications, has a wide variety of variations.

It too 
is select fire. Weight for the M1918A1 is 18.5 lbs. The M1918 A2 was first 
built in 1932 and is fitted with a bipod with skid feet attached to the flash 
hider. There is a monopod beneath the buttstock. The rear sight is from a 
Browning M1919A4 machine gun and is adjustable for windage. This 
version has a rate of fire regulator that sets the rate between 450 and 650 
rounds per minute. Weight for this variation is 19.5 lbs. During World War 
II approximately 188,000 Model 1918A2 BARs were produced. The last 
version is called the M1922 and was built in limited numbers. It is similar 
to the M1918 but with a heavy finned barrel. The bipod is attached to the 
barrel. Barrel length is 18" with rate of fire of 550 rounds per minute.
